Firemen Arrived 25 Minutes+ 


After First Alarm. 


“Two Nines’’ Finally Sounded, Be- 
cause Nearby Engines Were at 
Another Apartment House Fire. 


Two fires occurred in apartinent houses 
s0 near together yesterday afternoon that 
the fire companies were called to one place 
and then to the other in a manner confusing 
to the firemen. The company from <the

Citizens and police formed a life-saving 
corps. The policemen ran through adjoin- 
ing houses to the roofs and then down the 
scuttles of the burning building where they

Citizens who broke in the front door found 
the stairways blazing so fiercely that they 
were driven back. 

The fire thcn was on the second floor and 
the stairways. At the windows in the third 
story an old woman and a young woman 
appeared. The crowd shouted to them to 
keep close to the windows. There was a 
wait of five minutes, when the young wo- 
man opened the window and cried for help. 
The imprisoned women were not more than 
thirty feet from the ground. There was a 
rush to find a ladder, and two men who 
found one discovered that it was 
long enough to reach to the top of the roof, 
but could not raise and carry it. 
managed to drag it almost to the 
when it slipped away from them. 
called for volunteers, but everybody seemed 
so much occupied in striving to be first at 
the fire that they abandoned the under- 
taking. 

MATTRESS FOR LIFE NET. 

In the meantime Mrs. Mary Parker, the 
elder of the two imprisoncd women, threw 
out much of the bedding in her flat to the 
a@reaway. With the help of her daughter, 
Miss Lillian Cleveland, she tossed out a 
large mattress. In the crowd was Bazil 
Ricketts, graduated in the class of 1887 at 
Princeton, and of the Rough Riders 
who was wounded at the time Hamilton 
Fish was killed in Cuba. He called for 
volunteers, and a dozen men took hold of 
the mattress as a life-net. Miss Cleveland 
Yeached for a cuge that had contained a 
pet canary, but the bird was dead. She 
went back into her room looking for her 
mother, Ricketts used language that was 
deemed polité in Cuba when the American 
troops landed. The women reappeared and 
the crowd was silent. The young woman 
urged the elder to go first. She would not, 

Crying ‘‘ This is ‘the way to do it, moth- 
er,” the young woman stepped to the win- 
dow ledge. Steadying herself for a second, 
with the flames near her feet, she jumped 
for the mattress and landed on it, and then 
over the shoulders of those who held it, 
into the arms of others who could not get 
hold of the mattress. 

Fortunately the wind was 
smoke to the rear of the house, 
Mrs. Parker appeared at the window 
was in plain view. The flames from 
floor below seemed to envelop her 
then shoot out to the west.

Sitting as she was, the woman could not 
jump. She slid off the sill, propelling her 
body outward with her arms. She landed 
on the mattress, but shid off, striking the 
balustrade. 

The women jumped twenty minutes after 
the first alarm of fire. The firemen arrived 
five minutes later. $y that time every 
floor was on fire, that one could

the sgene. Seeing the danger of the fire 
spreading he sent in the alarm “ To Nines,” 
which calls for all the engines available. 
This brought engines from as far north as 
One Hundred and Forty-second Street. In 
all thirty engines responded. 

George Burns of Hook and Ladder Com- 
pany No. 21, which was the first to arrive 
after the twenty-five-minute delay, was 
told that there was an old and decrepit 
man on the top of the adjoining building, 
No. 20. At the time it seemed that the 
building was doomed, as it was on fire n 
several places. He groped through the 
smoke-choked building and failed to find 
any one, 

Exhausted he kicked out a pane of glass 
or the fourth floor and called to his com- 
rades for water. They turned the heavy 
hese on him and he fell back, while an- 
other comrade rushed up and dragged him 
to the street, where he soon revived. 
Burns has a record of seven especially dar- 
ing rescues. 

Firemen Murphy, O'Toole, and Hoffman 
of the same company found a man on the 
roof of the building next to that destroyed, 
He was overcome by the smoke, and they 
brought him to the street with the greatest 
difficulty. 

Fireman Murphy. groping through the 
smoke of 22 West Sixty-fifth Street, heard 
sereams for help, and to his chagrin found 
that his rescue amounted to saving the 
life of a parrot which thanked him in pro- 
fane language. 

RESCUED FROM THE ROOF. 

Mrs, Elizabeth Flood, eighty years of age, 
lived on the top floor. She was alone. Capt. 
Kear of the West Sixty-eighth Street Police 
Station, with Policeman Brady, who had 
run up through the next house, and Police- 
man Robbins, got a ladder which they let 
down to the fifth floor fire Then 
Brady leaned over and steadied the ladder 
while Mrs. Flood fled to the fire escape. 
Dobbins heid Brady over the edge of tune 
roof and Capt. Kear steadied Dobbins, Mrs. 
Flood climbed the ladder, and Capt. Kear 
helped her to the roof and then to the 
street. 

Shortly after Mrs. Parker and her daugh- 
ter were rescued Miss Cleveland collapsed 
on being taken into the house of a icighbor, 
where she found her mother unconscious. 
The two women were taken to Rogsevelt 
Hospital, where they were quickly revived. 
Both were suffering from shock, especialiy 
the elder woman. ; 

At a late hour last night it was sald at 
the hospital that both would probably re- 
cover. They had suffered no fractures, 
though there was a possibility that Mrs. 
Parker might have received internal in-

Several other persons in the burned house 
had a hard time getting out because of the 
smoke and the excitement. The sufferers 
from smoke were cared for by Drs. Young 
Hadley and by the ambulance sur- 
geons, of whom there were half a dozen. 

The fire extended into No. 20, where the 
second floor was damaged, and into the 
second floor of No. 16, where the second 
floor also was burned. In all, the damage 
was estimated at $40,000. Two-thirds of the | 
damage was in No. 18, owned by Mont- 
gomery Maze of 418 Lexington Avenue, No. 
West Sixty-fifth Street, and No. 16 by 
Henry Senior & Co.

The breaking-up at the Fifty-eighth 
Street fire, the coupling of hose, gathering 
it on the tenders, detachment of nozzles, 
and making for the Sixty-fifth Street fire, 
was a marvelous piece of quick and dis- 
ciplinary work, according to hundreds who 
witnessed it. 


HURT IN FLIGHT FROM FIRE. 


Woman Injured in New Apartment 
House Carried Through Smoke 
by Firemen. 


A fire that damaged the new nine-story 
apnartment house, The Antoinettes, at 43 | 
East Fifty-eighth Street, to the extent of 
attout $2,000, was discovered in the base- | 
ment of that house at 4 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon. The apartment has only re- 
cently been thrown open to the public, and 
al! of the apartments are not as yet occu- 
nied. The fire was discovered by the ele- | 
vator man, who promptly sent in an alarm. 
When the firemen arrived Chief Farrell 
immediately sent in two more alarms. 

The smoke rushed up through the ele- | 
vator shaft, and poured out of the top 
windows in great volumes, making the fire | 
appear a great deal worse than it really | 
was. Chief Croker arrived on the third

been left open. These were quickly put out, 
and the main attention of the delayed fire- 
men was directed to conquering the build- 
ing ablaze from besament to garret. It took 
two hours to do this, and when the fiames 
and embers were extinguished the. build- 
ing was 2 skeleton of rafters half burned 
through, and here and there spaces where 
rafters had been. The walls still stood, but 
no one was sure that within them there 
might not al lthat was left of some 
victim. 

Immediately after the rescues of the civ- 
fliens they disappeared, and then others 
ajreared who had wonderful tales to tell, 
but as they cid not have the cards or 
badges showing that they had a right 
within the fire lines, they were expelled to 
tell their stories in places not so close to 
the scene of what actually happened. 

The fire started shortly after 4 o'clock 
in the rooms of E. Wilson, a mining en- 
ineer. He rented his apartments from 
Mrs. Marooney on the second Floor. He 
could not explain the origin of the fire. 
He said that there had been a sudden blaze 
in his wife's dressing room, that he 
her scream and seeing the room 
had tried to put out the blaze, 
burning his hands.

Her predicament had been discovered by 
this time, and a fireman attached to Hook 
and Ladder Company No. 16 shouted at her | 
to remain where she was, and then rushed 
up the eight flights of stairs and brought 
her to the street in a fainting condition. 
Her injured arm was dressed in a near-by 
drug store. 

Mrs, J. M. Hall, who lives on the sixth 
floor, had been out shopping, and returned 
home soon after the fire was discovered. 
As soon as she saw the dense volume of 
smoke coming out of the top windows she 
remembered that she had left her baby 
girl at home, and became almost frantic. 
She fainted twice, and it was not until her 
baby was placed in her arms that she could | 
be made to believé that the little child | 
was safe. 

The fire was confined to the basement, 
the only injury to the upper structure being 
from the smoke that poured up through 
the elevator shaft.

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POOR STRUGGLE FOR COAL 


All Day Crowds at Many East 
Side Yards, 


Salvation Army Seeks J. P. Morgan’s 
Aid—Mr. Cutting Asks Operators 
to Act with Dealers for the 
Distribution of Fuel. 


In and about the coal yards of this city 
yesterday there were enacted scenes unique 
in the history of New York. It is true that 
the weather had moderated somewhat from 
the day before, but the little supply of 
fuel that families, particularly on the east 
had been able to secure on Tuesday 
had generally been exhausted. Yesterday 
people were seeking more coal and 
there was very little to be had anywhere. 

The experience of Alfred Barber's Sons 


| of 377 Water Street was perhaps the most 


striking. This firm’s yards were besieged 
by people seeking small quantities of coal 
from early morning until late last night. 
At 5 o’clock yesterday afternoon there was 
a line of women and children two blocks 
long awaiting their turn to buy a ticket 
good for a little pail of coal. 

The police had to be called to keep the 
crowds in order at many yards. At Bar- 
ber’s ten patrolmen were on duty all the 
afternoon, the number having been in- 
creased from eight in the morning. Even 
these had great difficulty in keeping the 
crowds in order. One of the policemen 
said that the people would not listen to | 
reason and that the moment the policemen 
turned their backs the line would break up. 
After taking one’s place in line it required 
about two hours of slow trudging and wait- 
ing before the coveted thirty pounds of fuel 
could be purchased. 

One dealer said that the people were so 
desperate that, if the weather had been 
as cold yesterday as it was on Tuesday, 
he would not have dared allowed one of 
his coal wagons to go out on the streets, 
He said the people would inevitably have | 
t the wagon and taken possession 
of the coal. 
eR | would not blame these poor people a 
bit,” remarked this dealer, who has been 
established on the east side for more than 
a decade. 

“The situation is desperate,’ said one 
of the policemen on guard at Barber's 
yards. ‘If we have another cold snap be- 
fore more coal comes to the market, I 
would not be surprised to see rioting.” 


WAGONS GOING ALL DAY. 


Wagons of Alfred Barber's Sons had been 
ready all Tuesday night to haul coal to 
their yards, but the barge containing 250 
tons of coal for them could not secure a 


berth at the docks until late in the morn- 
ing. After that time four wagons were 
kept going all day long from the docks 
under the bridge to the yards, four blocks 
away. 

So pressing was the demand for the coal, 
however, that despite this rapid and con- 
tinued replenishment of supply the yards 
were cleaned out between the visits of every 
wagon. Twelve shovelmen were occupied 
the entire time filling up the sacks, pails, 
baby carriages, toy wagons, dogcarts, tin 
cans, dish pans, soap boxes, and other re- 
ceptacles produced for the transferring of 
the bit of fuel. 

Strangely enough, the applicants were 
men in very few cases. Women came 
mostly until after school hours, when large 
numbers of children thronged to the place. 
Old women, fragile women, delicate women, 
and little children would shoulder their 
package of thirty pounds of coal and sham- 


| ble or stumble away in their pain and dif- 
| ficulty. 


The yards of Emil Neufeld, at 191 Stanton | 
Street, one of the large east side distribut- 
ing agencies, were also besieged all day 
long. Mr. Neufeld had obtained a small

I have been near- 
ly twelve years in the coal business in this 
district and I have never seen conditions as 
they are to-day.”’

iito distress by the scarcity of coal, and 
he promised to do all in his power to aid 
the Salvation Army. 

Mr. Morgan himself declined to discuss 
his efforts in the matter. 

“Major Jenkins of the Salvation Army, 
who has charge of the general local relief, 
said that his organization could distribute 
twenty-five tons of coal a day, while for 
the past month they had been able to se- 
cure only about one-tenth that amount. 
For the past few days they had not been 
able to secure more than a ton or so. 

The Salvation Army is experimenting with 
numerous substitutes, and special efforts 
will be made to encourage the use of porous 
bricks saturated with petroleum. Little oil 
stoves are also being sold by the army at a 
nominal figure to those in special need of 
warmth for their homes. 

A note of special urgency has come from 

washerwomen. Dr. Nice of the army said 
that there were thousands of women in 
New York who made money by doing laun- 
dry work, but that they were now not able 
to procure coal, and that as a consequence 
their principal means of support had been 
cut off. 
‘ The New York Association for Improving 
the Condition of the Poor has concerned it- 
self very deeply with the present condition 
of affairs. General Agent Frank Tucker 
maid to a NEw YorK TIMES reporter yester- 
ay: 

“The condition which exists is not a 
problem of charity, but one of business. We 
have had fewer demands for aid this Winter 
than ever befure. The people are_prosper- 
ous. There is plenty of work, and but for 
the coal strike ~his would probably have 
been one of the easiest Winters charitable 
organizations heve ever had. 

“The whole question is, How can_ the 
people, who have money and are willing 
to pay for it, get the coai? The poor are 
not asking for help. They are earning their 
wages. They are able to buy coal. But if 
they are not supplied they are apt to be at- 
tacked with sickness, and then they will 
need help. 

“The solution of the problem is for the 
coal operetors te establish sufficient dis- 
tributing agencies throughout the city and 
to supply these agencies with enough coal 
to satisfy the immediate demands of the 
people. This is all that is necessary. The 
situation is most serious, and it is impera- 
tive that something of this kind should be 
done.”’ 

APPEAL TO OPERATORS. 

R. Fulton © ttting, President of the asso- 
ciation, had a consultation with Mr, Tucker 
yesterday morning, and it was determined 
that some representation along these lines 
should be made to the coal operators. Ac- 
cordingly Mr. Cutting addressed the fol- 
lowing letter to F. D. Underwood, President 
of the Erie Railroad: 

In view of the passage by the Board of Alder- 
men of this city yesterday of a resolution asking 
the Board of Estimate and Apportionment to 
provide $100,000 for supplying the poor of this 
city with coal, I beg to urge upon you and your 


associates in the coal-producing properties some | 


action that will make this provision by the city 
unnecessary. The proposition itself, however 
well intentioned, is, in my judgment, most un- 
wise, The demand of the hour is not for charity, 
but for a temporary business arrangement 
the distribution of coal in bags and pailfuls 
would-be purchasers at a reasonable rate. 

It seems to me most important that, 
operation with the coal dealers of this city, 
depots should be established at yards the most 
conveniently located for distribution, at which 
purchases by the quantities above referred to 
can be made, and that these depots should have 
favorable discrimination in the supply of coal by 
the transportation agencies bringing it to New 
York, this discrimination to apply solely to the 
variety known as stove coal, The ordinary tene- 
ment house stove or range is peculiarly ill- 
adapted to the use of other varieties. The buck- 
wheat size burns out very rapidly. The furnace 
size has to be broken in order to make it satis- 
factorily serviceable. I sincerely hope you will 
find it possible to take some prompt action and 
to remove a very painful situation and serious 
prospect, 

An officer of the Charity Organization 
Society said last night that the expendi- 
ture of the proposed $100,000 by the city, 
asked for by the Board 
would not secure a hundred tons of extra 
coal for New York City. Just as much 
coal was being mined as possible, he de- 
clared, and it was simply necessary for the 
people to be. patient. 

‘“*T am advised,’ continued this officer, 
‘that the coal operators will see to it that 
the distributors among the poor are sup- 
plied first of all. The retailers will not 
get large supplies, but they will not be 
allowed to remain without any supply at 
all.

COAL RIOT IN BOSTON.

BOSTON, Dec. 10.—Hundreds of the resi- 
North End besieged the en- 
trances to the yard of the Metropolitan 
Coal Company, Causeway Street, all day 
to-day, and at one time there Was a small- 
sized coal riot. 

At 7 o'clock when the office and yard 


were opened a crowd was gathered in front 
of the building on the sidewalk, and as 
soon as the company’s men bégan to ar- 
rive these people commenced the liveliest 
kind of a scramble to get inside. So much 
trouble was caused by them in their fight 
for a chance to get through the gates that 
the Metropolitan employes decided to haul 
a wagon load of coal in bags out of the 
yard and distribute it from the opposite 
side of the street in order to draw a part 
of the crowd away from the gates. A large 
wagon was immediately filled with bags 
and driven outside. = 

Hardly had the driver pulled up his horseS 
after crossing Causeway Street before the 
crowd was upon his wagon. Men and wo- 
men pulled one another and fought for a 
chance to get at the coal. The patrolmen 
who were on duty at the yard were called 
upon to aid the driver, and it was only with 
the greatest difficulty and by using force 
that they were able to keen their bags 
from being stolen and carried off. 

One patrolman jumped on the wagon 
save the coal and was thrown down and 
pulled about by the women. One woman 
had him by the back of his belt and an- 
other jumped on his back bearing him to 
the bottom of the wagon. The policeman 
said he thought it was their intention to 
keep him from interfering until the coal 
had been removed. However, this action 
was checked by the arrival of other patrol- 
men, and it kept them busy holding down 
the bags until the.wagon was again inside 
of the yard gates, where the throng of 
riotous people could not get at them.

MINISTER BOWEN’S ACTION. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—United States 
Minister Bowen, at Caracas, has accepted 
the trust of looking after the interests of 
Eritish and German subjects in Venezueia, 
and this has brought him into conflict with 
President Castro, 

The Minister has informed the State De- 
partment that a number of British and 
Germans were arrested yesterday in 
Caracas. Mr. Bowen at once addressed 
himself to Fresident Castro to secure their 
release, He represented that he had been 
charged with the care of British and Ger- 
man subjects in Venezuela, but President 
Castro was unwilling at first to recognize 
his authority. Finally the Minister con- 
vinced Castro that he (Mr, Bowen). was 
acting within his rights, and the Pres!- 
consented with reluctance to release 
the principal prisoners, Mr. Bowen will in- 
sist upon the release of the remainder. 

Nothing 1n Mr. Bowen's reports to the 
State Department indicates the reason for 
the arrest of these foreigners, except that 
they were German or British. 

It was said at the British and German 
Embassies to-day that the action of Castro 
in ordering the arrest of all subjects of 
the British and German sovereigns in Cara- 
was without precedent in the history 
of civilized countries supposedly at peace 
with each other, and that such action 
would be regarded as sufficient ground 
for a declaration of war. Indeed, members 
of the Diplomatic Corps here regard it as 
being such a declaration in itself. 

Many years ago when President Soras 
was at the head of the Buenos Ayres Gov- 
ernment, Great Britain became involved in 
a dispute with Argentina, and Soras issued 
that all British subjects should 
and their heads taken off at the 
fired from the British men-of- 


war then threatening to bombard cities 
along the Argentine Coast. Fortunately an 
greement was reached, and the order was 
not carried out, . 

Minister Bowen's prompt action in de- 
manding of President Castro the reiease 
of the German and British subjects ar- 
rested is in accordance with the plan 
agreed on petween the German and British 
Ambassadors and Secretary of State Hay 
when the former catied at the State De- 
partment about three weeks ago, and, in 
anticipation of the present ugly situation 
in Venezuela, requested that the United 
States Minister at Caracas be permitted to 
protect the lives and property of all British 
and German citizens in Venezueia. It is un- 
derstood that Castro was advised of this 
action. 

It was pointed out by a European diplo- 
mat of high rank to-day that in forcin 
Minister Bowen to demand the release e 
the arrested subjects President Castro was 
acting directly contrary to the desire of 
the Washington Government not to be- 
come involved in the international dispute. 


LONDON, Dec. .41.—The Foreign Office 
has heard nothing from Untted States Min- 
ister Bowen regarding the imprisonment of 
British subjects in Venezuela. 

The officials still think, however, that 
the British at Caracas will probatly be 
safer in prison than outside. 
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BERLIN, Dec, 10.—Official suggestions 
supplied to the German newspapers and to 
the English newspaper correspondents 
here lay stress on the fact that the United 
States has undertaken to safeguard diplo- 
matically the German and British residents 
in Venezuela until the dispute is settled. 
Consequently, any affront offered to the 
resident Germans and Britishers which is 
not in accordance with international usage, 
such as their arbitrary arrest, would be an 
affront to the United States, and would 
cause that power to protest. 

This consideration makes the German 
Foreign Office doubt the report of the ar- 
rests at Caracas. 


THIS COUNTRY’S ATTITUDE. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—United States 
Minister Bowen, at Caracas, wishes to play 
the part of peacemaker in the dispute 
between Venezuela and Germany and Great 
Britain, and the State Department, after 
considering his statements, has decided 
that he may do this only upon application 
from Venezuela for his good offices, and if 
the same shall be acceptable to the British 
and German representatives. This attitude 
is said to be consistent with that assumed 
by the United States Government in many 
preceding troubles in which its good offices 
have been invoked, 

A prominent diplomat said to-day that 
both Germany and Great Britain fully ap- 
preciated the position of the United States, 
and were determined that this country 
should not be drawn unnecessarily into the 
embroilment. It was also stated that Pres!- 
dent_ Roosevelt's recent interpretations of 
the Monroe Doctrine were being looked to 
by both nations as authority for the ex- 
tent to which they could go fn their claims 
against Venezuela without embarrassing 
the United States. The particular utter- 
ance of the President on which they have 
set their attention is this: 

“This (the Monroe) doctrine has nothing 
to do with the commercial relations of any 
American power save that in truth it al- 
lows each of them to form such as it de- 
sires, In other words, it is really a guar- 

nty of the commercial independence of the 
Amel cas. We do not ask under this doc- 
trine for any exclusive commercial @eal- 
ings with any other American State. We 
do not guarantee any State against pun- 
ishment if it misconducts itself, provided 
that punishment does not take the form 
of the acquisitian of territory by any non- 
American power. 4 


STATEMENT IN THE. COMMONS. 


LONDON, Pec. 11.—In the House of 
Commons yesterday the Under Foreign Sec- 
retary, Viscount Cranborne, said that the 
Government had no official information 
of the seizure by the Venezuelans of 200 
British and German subjects, or of. the 
seizure of Venezuelan warships. by the 
fleets of Great Britain and Germany. 

Lord Cranborne added that the British 
claims which necessitated coercion would 
be fully disclosed by papers to be laid be- 
fore the House, They included a demand 
for compensation for interference with 
trading vessels, the imprisonment and ill- 
treatment of Britisn subjects, and the de- 
struction of property. 

The Under Secretary asserted that the 

Government would follow precedent in the 
enforcement of similar claims. 
_Replying to Mr. Bryce, (Liberal,) Lord 
Cranborne said the British Minister at 
Caracas had been tnstructed to wait twen- 
ty-four hours after the presentation of the 
ultimatum, and, failing a reply, to proceed 
to La Guayra, where he was to wait an- 
other twenty-four hours on board a British 
—. That period expired on Tuesday 
night. Unless in the meantime a conces- 
sion had been: received, it was necessary 
for his Majesty's Government to take forci- 
ble action. The Government had not yet 
been informed that such action had been 
taken. 


LONDON PAPERS’ VIEWS. 


LONDON, Dec. 11.—Great Britain is 
practically at war with Venezuela, but 
there is no disposition here to regard the 
situation as particularly serious, No dis- 
have been received yet from the 
commander of the British squadron, who 
will be compelled to send dispatches from 
Willemstad, but unofficial news of the 
seizure of the Venezuelan fleet and of 
President Castro’s reprisals is regarded as 
quite trustworthy.

PROBLEMS OF INDUSTRIES 


Dr. Lyman Abbott Discusses Capi- 
tal, Labor, and Monopolies. 


The Demand of Labor Is Right, He Says, 
but the Unions Must Not 
Be Autocratic. 


Dr. Lyman Abbott addressed the Gradu- 
ates’ Club at Columbia University in Earl 
Hall last evening, his subject being, ‘* Our 
Industrial Problem."”’ He dealt with capi- 
tal, labor, present conditions, and political 
uprightness, condemning and praising com- 
binations of capital and labor organizations 
without reserve, and expressed as his opin- 
ion that there is a movement on foot to- 
ward the dissolution of social formations 
in the United States and a tendency toward 
a Socialistic basis. 

He said in part 

**Our tendencies are from the individual- 
istic to the socialistic. Original indusiry 
was purely individualistic. Barter, trade, 
exchange, commerce, and capital developed 
in order. Capital, I shall define, is what a 
man has earned more than he has had to 
spend in the making. We must huve corm- 
binations of capital to-day, but we need 
the organization of labor as well. We stiil 
hear the question, ‘Shall labor be organ- 
ized?’ It must be. Modern conditions can- 
not exist without such organization. It is 
indispensable to civilization. 

‘When a labor union demands recogni- 
tion, it may desire a brief display of au- 
thority, but at bottom is its declaration 
of a. right to speak in its own behalf. I 
believe that the demand of labor is right. 


Labor organizations must be democratic, 
not autocratic. We live in a democratic 
age. All our institutions must be demo- 
cratic. 

“The phenomenon of 
not to be measured by 
demand of one of them. There are dangers 
in great combinations of, wealth, and there 
are dangers in great combinations of labor. 
What we want is to get rid of the abuse 
of power and the incompetent use of power 
when it Ne into the hand of the dema- 
gogue. Jemagogues are dangerous. Be- 
cause there are bosses and demagogues 
in politics we do not propose to abolish 
political organizations, but rather to rid 
them of bosses and demagogues. 

“The fundamental question is not 
whether corporations or labor unions are 
dangerous, but how we can bring them 
within the democratic spirit of America.” 

Concerning the incident in Schenectady 
recently, he said: 

“The Governor ought to tell the District 
Attorney to put the labor union men on 
trial or to tell the Legislature that a law 
is needed to cover their offense.”’ 

Continuing he said: 

“I cannot agree with my fellow-citizen 
who calls 1. scab a hero. He is not a hero, 
but he has a legal right to do what he 
does. All the powers of the State should 
be called at any hazard and at any cost 
to protect any single man in his work, 
whether a union man or not, and whether 
a strike is in progress or not. Govern- 
ment must be stronger than industrial or- 

anizations. When we see railroads in 

‘ennsylvania owning coal lands against 
the law, our blood boils again.” 

After discussing the trust as an i!ndus- 
trial institution, Dr. Abbott talked about 
monopolies. He said: 

“The Jate Mr. Reed said that there were 
no monopolies. There was a monopoly in 
anthracite coal in the hands of the rail- 
roads and capitalists. There was a monop- 
oly of labor in the hands of labor which al- 
most caused us to freeze to death.” 

The speaker concluded by saying that 
when a small body of men can dictate 
whether we have meat or light or trans- 
portation or not personal liberty is gone. 
The Government should then take one of 
three steps—compel the monopoly to submit 
to competition again, regulate its affairs in 
the public interest, or own and control the 
monopoly itself for the public welfare,

Referring to Mr. Mosely’s and Dr. Rains- 
ford’s plea for the right of free labor, Mr. 
Gempers said: 

4° is tS a Shibboleth 
those who are opposed to our movement, 
or who do not understand it. The labor 
uhion does not deny a man's legal right to 
work for whom and when and where he 
pleases, but there is something beside and 
apart from this legal right, and that is 
the moral obligations. A man may upon 
the prairie build himself a hut, and atter 
he has built it apply the torch to it. Let 
him attempt to do this in the city, 
he. will be arrested and put Into jail. 
upon the plain he does himself the 
injury that is done. In the city he 
dangers the life and the property of 
ers.”’ 

The illustration, Mr. Gompers said, ap- 
peed to the position of the non-union man. 

e attempted to secure something for him- 
self by lowering the standard for others, 
and, as was often the case, actually prof- 
Sted by the conditions which had been 
brought about by the organizations he 
opposed. Mr. Gompers said that he had 
héard much about strikes and boycotts, 
but very little about blacklists and lock- 
outs. These were the weapons which were 
used by employers to oppress workmen, 
he said, and were they not as much to be 
condemned as weapons of labor to which 
objection was made? 

Mr. Gompers declared himself as opposed 
to the incorporation of labor unions. The 
underlying purpose of the suggestion, he 
said, was to afford unscrupulous employ- 
ers an opportunity to muict the unions 
by reason of the acts of any of their 
members. That, he said, was what had 
been done in England. 

Mr. Gompers said he looked with favor 
upon the proposition advanced by Charles 
Francis Adams for compulsory investiga- 
tion. In defending the right of labor to 
organize. Mr. Gompers said: 

“I don't believe that might makes right, 
but I am confident that those who are 
simply right and have no power usually 
have their rights disregarded. Might is 
often required to enforce right.”’ 

He said that he took no stock in Mr, 
Mosely’s idea ihat an international agree- 
ment Was necessary to enforce the eight- 
hour system in America. In response to 
the statement of Mr. Barber of Detroit 
that the manufacturers could not afford to 
go to an eight-hour system at the pres- 
ent time because of the prosperous times, 
Mr. Gompers asked whether Mr. Barber 
thought the workingmen of America would 
ask tor shorter hours when they had very 
little to do. 

“<*Tf 1#e workmen of the United Statcs 
want an eight-hour day,’ said Mr. Barber, 
*they must work hardeér,’”’ continued the 
speaker. ‘Work harder, Who among the 
employing class who have observed their 
Own employes, but have been struck with 
the velocity and intensity with which the 
toilers of our country work? Foreigners 
who come here are dazed by their rapidity. 
The idea of suggesting that the American 
workmen work harder!” 

Mr. Mosely asked Mr. Gompers how the 
number of apprentices in any given indus- 
try was determined. To this Mr. Gompers 
replied: 

“Usually by joint agreement; and I will 
add this—I want to be fair—that the agree- 
ment is very often reached after a con- 
test.’”’ [Laughter.] 

There was a colloquy between Arch- 
bishop Ireland and Mr. Gompers on the 
subject of the freedom of labor. The Arch- 
bishop called Mr. Gompers’s attention to 
his statement that there was a distinction 
between a man’s legal right and his moral 
right to sell his labor, and asked whether 
it was not the business of the State rather 
than of any organization to enforce moral 
rights. 

Mr. Gompers replied that every associa- 
tion, whether of religion, law, or industry, 
adopted its own code of ethics and used 
every legal right to enforce what it be- 
lieved to be its legal and moral right. 
Trades unionism did exactly that thing. 

Archbishop Ireland—Of course every as- 
sociation has its right to establish its own 
code of ethics. Every Church establishés 
its own creed. or, rather, puts forth a 
creed that is 1ts own. but not every Church 
has the right to go out into the streets and 
the public places and say, “If you don't 
come to my code of ethics I'll hit you?” 
{Laughter.] 

Mr. Gompers—I don’t know of any or- 

anization of labor that will justify any of 
ts members in going out and saying to 
anybody who disagrees with the wnion, 

“Tl! fix you.’ That would be an illegal 
threat. I differentiate the proper and the 
improper threat. Any man has a right to 
refuse to speak to me. If he has that right 
he has the right to threaten to refuse to 
speak to me. 

Archbishop Ireland—Really, under that 
plea the treatment which would he accord- 
ed by union labor to nen-union labor would 
be pretty liberal. If you only say to them, 
“We don’t want to speak to you.”” flaugh- 
ter.] that. of course. clears up a good deal.

In 
the past both sides, capital and labor, have 
sinned in this regard. Capital has prob- 
ably sinned most before the strike; labor 
most in time of the strike. Both have 
committed crimes. Both they and the pub- 
lic should see to it that hereafter both keep 
the law.” 

Prof. John Graham Brooks of Harvard 
University said he thought the joint agree- 
ment was the best solution in sight for dif- 
ficulties between capital and labor. The 
joint agreement, he said, would eventually 
settle the problem of the non-union man.

INCREASE IN CAR TAX FEES. 


Collection of Licenses Under Controller 
Grout’s Plan Will Swell City’s 
Revenue. 


Controller Grout made public yesterday a 
about car license fees in which 
to tax every car owned by 
companies in New York. Attached to the 
document was an opinion from Corpora- 
tion Counsel Rives on the construction of 
the laws passed by the Legislature in ref- 
erence to the collection of license fees for 
cars of surface railroads. The following 
are the concluding paragraphs of the 
statement: .

Finance by railroad companies once a year. 
The amount heretofore has been computed 
during what is claimed to be the busy 
season of the year, beginning April 1 and 
continuing until November, and was based 
uper the greatest number of cars in daily 
use during that season. The receipts from 
these fees this year amounted to $24,840, 
which would mean that only about 498 cars 
paid the tax prescribed by law, and this 
amount was $1,020 in excess of the revenue 
for 1901. The railroad companies which are 
liable tor this tax, and the amounts paid 
by them this year, are as follows: 

‘*Metropolitan Street Railway Company, 
$50 per car per annum, $21,100; Sixth Ave- 
nue Railroad, $7,300;.Central Park, North 
and East River Railroad, $5,600; Dry Dock, 
East Broadway and Battery Railroad, 
$4,200; Eighth Avenue Railroad, $6,850; 
Forty-second and Grand Street Ferry Rail- 
road, $450; Bleecker Street and Fulton Fer- 
ry Railroad, $2,950; New York Central and 
Hudson River Railroad, $450; Baltimore 
and Ohio Railroad, $50; Central Railroad of 
New Jersey, $100. 

‘“‘Ninth Avenue Railroad, $20 per car per 
annum, $600; Brooklyn Heights Railroad 
Company, $21,800; Coney Island and Brook- 
lvn Railroad, $3,040; Van Brunt Street and 
Erie Basin Railroad, $100. 

"The taxing of every car owned by the 
railroad companies Hable,gundoubtedly will 
mean a very considerable increase in the 
revenues derived from this source. At the 
present time the number of cars paying 
this fee is arrived at by a system of av- 
erages, but in future Controller Grout in- 
tends that every car operated for the full 
vear, or for any portion of the year, Shall 
contribute its quota to the city revenues.”

Early, in his testimony to-day, said he was 
introduced to a former mine foreman 
named Michael Grimes, in the Lackawanna 
Valley Hotel, Scranton, Early and a miner 
naméd O'Hara, who was also President of 
a local union, wereeach offered $2,500 for 
their share in the work. 
Early's story was that he met Grimes 
Sept. 23 in the hotel through another per- 
son. In the course of conversation Grimes 
asked him how he stood in politics, and 
finally said that if Early worked for Will- 
iam Connell for Congress he would give 
him $1,000. Grimes then asked about the 
strike, and finally made the proposition 
that if Early could get ten men to have a 
'| resolution passed by his local Grimes would 
give nine of them $100 each, the tenth 
man $200, and Early $2,500 and all ex- 
penses necessary to carry out the scheme. 
He further added that Early need not ap- 
ply for work for three months, and that 
he then would be given a foreman’s posi- 
ticn. During the three months his ex- 
penses were to be paid, there would be no 
trouble in getting a mine foreman’'s certifi- 


cate, as the companies controlled the 


boards that issued them. 
Early refused the money and told Grimes 


he would see him later. Early reported the 
matter to District President Nichols of the 
Miners’ Union, and it was decided to see 
how far the bribery scheme would be car- 
ried, 

Another meeting was arranged, and, as 
Grimes had spoken of having approached 
P. F. O'Hara, the latter went along. The 
same proposition was made to O'Hara. 

Early went on to say that the ministers 
of the vicinity were to be approached, but 
they were not to get as much as the miners 
for breaking the strike. President Nichols, 
he seid, then gave out a public statement, 
in which he intimated bribery was being 
resorted to in order to break the 
and the whole thing fell through. 

The name of no company was mentioned 
in connection with the bribery scheme, and 
none of the lawyers cross-examined the 
witness. ‘ 

During the afternoon session David Wil- 
cox, Vice President of the Delaware and 
Hudson and general counsel for the coms 
pany, addressed the commission and pro- 
tested vigorously against the commission 
holding his company responsible for condi- 
tions that may exist at the Coxe or Markle 
mines. He was quickly stopped by Chair- 
man Gray, who said that the commission 
did not intend to hold any company respon- 
sible for whatever special conditions may 
exist in other parts of the coal fields. 

A large amount of technical testimony 
was heard on various phases of. the ques- 
tions at issue. Two check weighmen pro- 
duced figures which tended to show that 
at two Delaware and Hudson collieries the 
miners produced 116.839 tons of coal more 
than they were paid for. 

The Delaware and Hudson Company pre- 
sented its figures to the commission to- 
day, they being the first certified statistics 
to be handed in. They show the average 
earnings of the miner in 1901 to have been 
$622.63, and his laborer $449.47. When Mr. 
Mitchell was on the stand he said that 
$600 should be the minimum of American 
living wages. 

P. F. O'Hara was called to the stand, 
and he corroborated the story of alleged 
bribery told by John Early at the morning 
session.

SELLING BOOKS AT CUT RATES. 
Injunction Against Publishers and Book- 


sellers’ Associations Sought by 
R. H. Macy & Co. 


Isidor and Nathan Straus, composing the 
firm of R. H. Macy & Co., applied to 
Justice Leventritt yesterday for an in- 
junction restraining the American Pub- 
lishers’ Association and the American 
Booksellers’ Association from acting under 
a certain agreement whereby they wished 
; to stop selling books to Macy's, because 
that firm claimed the right to sell the books 
at cut prices. It was requested by the 
Straus brothers that the injunction include 
the prevention of a blaeklisting crusade 
against them. = 

Ex-Secretary John G. Carlisle and other 
wek*known lawyers represented the plaint- 
iffs, and Col. Stephen H. Olin appeared for 


the bcok dealcrs. Col. Olin admitted that the 
book publishers and sellers had entered into 
agreements to maintain the prices of books. 
The trouble arose from the fact that Macy's 
would not consent to keep up the-prices of 
the books. It is charged by the Messrs. 
Straus that the defendants joined forces 
* for the purpose of securing to themselves 
an unreasonable and extortionate profit.”’ 
After the publishers’ organization had 
been perfected, the booksellers united to 
help in the maintenance of the publishers’ 
prices. The plaintiffs say they themselves 
refused to join the combination and have 
continued to sell books at a reasonable 
profit, yet at prices fixed by themselves. 
The defendants, they claim, started an at- 
tack on libraries, and the Secretary of the 
Booksellers’ Association said in his annual 
report: 

“Now that the issue has been forced 
upon us by the librarians, and our case has 
been plainly stated to the publishers, the 
duty of every member of the association is 
to follow up this matter to a rightful con- 
clusion. If your local librarian is disposed 
to ask for a greater discount, it is your 
duty to call upon him and explain to him 

| explicitly the reason why the public library 

| is entitled to no discounts. 

| “Jf he still insists on cutting off a share 

| of your rigttful profit, it is your further 
duty to go before the Tow or City 
Council and have the annual salary of your 
local librarian reduced. This you may 
rightfully ask as a taxpayer.” 

The plaintiffs’ lawyers dwelt on the New 
York State law forbidding the union of in- 
terests to maintain high prices on commod- 
ities and necessities of life. He said thet 
books were necessary in this civilized age, 

| ana that a combination to keep up book 

| prices was plainly unlawful. The law re- 
ferred to, he said, was enacted by the 
Legislature In 1897 and was known as the 
Donnelly act. It was known also as ihe 
“anti-trust law,’’ and an opinion of the 
Court of Appeals had sustained his con- 
tention. 

Col. Olin claimed that the defendants had 
acted strictly within the law, having agreed 
to give the book trade a discount of 25 per 
cent. He said the associations of publishers 

| and booksellers had done on a small scale 
just what Congress had done when it 

assed the Inter-State Commerce act, fix- 

ng the rates for freight and transportation 
in all the States. He denied that the prices 
were unreasonable. 

Justice Leventritt reserved his decision.

COAL STRIKE LESSONS 


Bishop Potter Asserts His Belief 
in Strikes. 


He Declares, However, That the Coun- 
try Will Not Stand Anything 
Which Impairs Individ- 


ual Liberty. 


Bishop Potter addressed a largely at- 
tended meeting of young men in Grace 
Chapel, 415 East Thirteenth Street, last 
evening on the lessons of the recent coal 
strike. 

“*I believe in strikes,” said Bishop Pot- 
ter, “‘shocking as the statement may 
sound. I believe in the conservative value 
of the organizations from which the strikes 
come, You can’t build a great State or a 
great industry without organization. The 
organization of labor is of the very highest 
value. The history of labor in this country 
shows that no substantial betterment of 
the conditions of the workingmen can ever 
come, except where it is forced by the sen- 
timent of those who are interested neither 
as employer or employed.” 

Bishop Potter said that in England the 
wrongs of the factory hands were not 
righted until the House of Lords, goaded 
by public sentiment, gained for the mill 
workers living wages. 

“Try to make real to yourself,” the 
Bishop said, ‘‘ the hardship in the life of a 
coal miner, and you will realize how impos- 
sible it is that they should not attempt to 


ameliorate those conditions, even if they 
had by organized effort to effect a paraly- 
sis of production of one of the most im- 
perane articles of consumption. The first 
esson we learn from this painful and costly 
experience in this country is the power and 
value of organization. The next and even 
more important lesson is the danger of 
overestimating the value of that organiza- 
tion. If there are any workingmen within 
the sound of my voice, I want them to’re- 
member this. 

“A great change is going on in the Amer- 
ican mind to-day, and that change is due 
to the action of organized labor. We have 
the right to life, labor, and the pursuit of 
happiness, and we must recognize that 
anything that impairs the liberty of the in- 
dividual, whether he be a member of a 
military company or not a member of a 
labor organization, is something the coun- 
try will not stand. If I were a member of 
a labor union, I would consider the most 
important lesson of the strike that I must 
not press the value of the union principle 
to the point where it endangers the per- 
sonal liberty of some one else.”’ 

Bishop Potter spoke of compulsory arbi- 
tration, and said that unfortunately under 
our laws it could not be carried out. He 
said that nothing was ever accomplished 
while the arbitrators and the aggrieved 
met formally, and he told of his serving on 
a volunteer arbitration committee which 
settled all differences over coffee and cigars 
when all parties met on a plane of equality. 
He declared that the differences between 
the miners and operators could be arbi- 
trated, and he praised John Mitchell for 
the self-restraint which he has shown dur- 
ing the inquiry. This statement was greet- 
ed with applause. In conclusion Bishop 
Potter said: 

“If the other side would imitate and 
both would: abandon all personal feeling 
and be satisfied with the abstract princi- 
ple involved and not care whether it ended 
with victory for one side or the other, they 
would be more likely to reach a happy con- 
clusion. When we ask, not, how does it 
affect your wages or my dividend, but how 
is it going to touch the elements of justice 
and fair dealing, then we shall reach a 
basis of arbitration of the difference of 
capital and labor.”’ 


NEW YORK CENTRAL PLAN 
FOR TUNNEL PROTESTED. 


Ashbel P. Fitch, for Property Owners, 
Opposes Grant for Railroad 
Terminal. 


The Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment has received from Ashbel P. Fitch, 
representing the F. & M. Schaefer Brewing 
Company and the Schaefer Company, a pro- 
test against the acceptance of the latest 
plan submitted by the New York Central 
Railroad Company for the improvement of 
its terminal and tunnel. 

As property owners in the city, Mr. Fitch 
says, his clients desire to protest against 
any addition to the burdens of taxation in 
the City of New York for the benefit of 
the railroad company mentioned, and they 
insist that at a time when public fran- 
chises and the privilege to use the surface 
of the streets and the ground under the 
streets and even the ground under water 
are willingly paid for by other railroad cor- 
porations no distinction should be made in 
favor of the New York Central and Hudson 
River Railroad Company. They cannot 
understand, they assert, why the right to 
go under the streets and avenues of the 
city should be paid for by the Pennsylvania 
Railroad Company and the same right, 
without eompensation and with a grant of 
money, should be given to the New York 
Central and Hudson River Railroad Com- 
pany. 

Mr. Fitch says further that his clients 
desire to protest against any action being 
taken by the board in regard to bridge 
crossings over Park Avenue at the streets 
above Forty-sixth Street except at the 
present grade of the streets. ‘It is clear 
from the evidence submitted at the hear- 
ings,’ he continues, “that it is entirely 
feasible to depress the tracks so thatethe 
crossings can be made at the regular grade 
of the streets and that the matter is merely 
one of expense to the railroad company.” 

Objection is also made to the adoption of 
this plan or the anting of special privi- 
leges to the New York Central and Hudson 
River Railroad Company unless the privi- 
leges are conditioned on the railroad ob- 
taining from the Legislature the right to 
use electricity and absolutely abolishing 
combustion in the City of New York within 
a certain pany time, not to exceed three 
years, so that in case the present nuisance 
is not abolished within the time fixed by 
the city authorities the privileges now 
asked, or such of them as may be granted 
will lapse and revert to the city. 


CIGAR MAN’S BOND FORFEITED. 


Warrant Out for Morgan Marshall, 
Charged with Revenue Fraud. 


In the United States Circuit Court yester- 
day an indictment was returned against 
Morgan Marshall, charging him with re- 
filling imported cirgar boxes and failing to 
cancel the revenue stamps thereon. Until 
last week Mr. Marshall was in the whole- 
sale and retail cigar business at Broadway 
and Chambers Street. He was not in court 
when his name was read yesterday and his 
surety, $2,500, given by J. H. Heiman, 40 
West Fifty-second Street, was declared for- 


feited, and a bench warrant for his arrest 
was issued. 

Last Summer Internal Revenue Agent 
Thompson caused the arrest of Mr. Mar- 
shall, It was alleged that in a loft near his 
store more than a thousand empty cigar 
boxes were found, which had formerly con- 
tained high-priced imported cigars, but 
which, it was alleged, had been refilled with 
goods of an inferior quality. The revenue 
— claimed that they marked several 
of these boxes and subsequently found them 
in Mr. Marshall's store.

NILE RESERVOIR OPENED 


Khedive Puts the Assouan Dam 
Machinery in Operation. 


Duchess of Connaught Lays Last Stone 
of the Dam—Latter Completed a 
Year Ahead of Contract Time. 


ASSOUAN, Egypt, Dec. 10.—The great Nile 
reservoir and dam were opened to-day in 
the presence of the Khédive, the Duke and 
Duchess of Connaught, Lord Cromer, (the 
British Agent and Consul General in 
Egypt,) and Lady Cromer, the Ministers, 
and many other distinguished persons. 

The opening ceremony took place in the 
afternoon, when the Khédive turned a key 
which put the electric machinery in motion, 
whereupon the sluice gates were opened and 
a great body of water rushed through them. 

The Duchess of Connaught then laid the 
last stone of the dam. 


It is estimated by Lord Cromer, the Brit- 
fish Agent in Egypt, that the Assouan 
dam, which has cost about £2,500,000, will 
increase the agricultural earning power of 
egypt £2,600,000 every year—in other words, 
that it will percentage of over 100 
every twelve months. The dam will per- 
mit the additional irrigation of 1,600,000 
acres, and it is estimated that it will pro- 
vide an additional revenue to the Egyptian 
Government of £380,000 a year. 

The contract for the construction of the 
dam was signed in February, 1898. The 
date fixed for the completion of the work 
was July 1, 1903, but the low Summer lIev- 
els, especially in 1900, have been so favor- 
able that remarkable progress was made 
by the contractors, John Aird & Co., and 
the dam was practically completed before 


the flood of this year-—one year before the 
time specified in the contract. 

The dam is to hold up water to 106 
meters (about 345 feet) above mean sea lev- 
el; the greatest head on the dam will b« 
20 meters, (about 65 feet,) the lowest level 
on the down-stream side being 86 meters 
(about 280 feet.) The storage capacity is 
estimated at  1,065,.000,000 cubic meters 
(234,300,000,000 gallons) of water. The 
ervoir will be filled between December and 
March after the flood has passed, and will 
be discharged during May, June, and July. 

There are 140 under sluices of 140 square 
feet area and 40 upper sluices of 70 square 
feet area. In flood, the sluices will be fully 
open, so as not to lessen appreciably the 
velocity of the river, and to avoid the de- 
posit of silt. After the flood, when the 
water is clear—for the Nile flood brings 
down the rich silt which is the fertilizer 
of Egypt—the sluices will be gradually 
closed and the reservoir filled. In an av- 
erage year it should be filled by March 1. 
Only the upper sluices will then be opened 
to pass the discharge coming from the 
south. In May, when the demand for water 
for the Summer crops increases, the sluices 
will be gradually opened to supplement the 
supply in the river, and the water stored 
will gradually be discharged until July, 
when all the sluices will be fully open to 
pass the discharge of the Nile flood. 

The dam is straight from end to end; and 
its length is about a mile and a quarter. 
Its width at the top is about 2% feet, and at 
the deepest part 82 feet. The height from 
the lowest part of the foundation to the top 
is 131 feet. The interior masonry is rubble 

ranite in four-to-one cement mortar, the 
nterior casing is of square rock-faced gran- 
ite in two-to-four cement mortar. The 
lining of the sluices is heavy granite ash- 
lar or cast iron. The sluices are closed 
by steel gates, of which the greater number 
will work on free rollers suspended in 
frames. 

Navigation at Assouan was formerly only 
feasible with great difficulty at high Nile: 
it will now be perennial, for on the left 
fiank of the dam a navigation canal has 

m_constructed, which has already been 
opened, whereby navigation has been 
rendered possible throughout the year as 
far as Wadi Halfa. 

It is a somewhat remarkable coincidence 
that the Duke of Connaught, who was pres- 
ent at the c@éremony yesterday, laid the 
meepection stone of the dam in February,

THE NEWFOUNDLAND TREATY. 


Text of the Reciprocal Trade Conven- 
tion Made Public. ait 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 
treaty between the United States apd Great 
Britain regarding commercial relations be- 
tween the United States and Newfound- 
land was made public to-day. The treaty 
is as foHows: 

Article I.—United States fishing vessels enter- 
ing the waters of Newfoundland shall have the 
privilege of purchasing herring, caplin, squid, 
and other bait fishes at all times on the same 
terms and conditions and subject to the same 
penalties as Newfoundland vessels, 

They shall also have the privilege of touching 
and trading, buying and selling fish and oil, 
and procuring supplies in Newfoundland, con- 
forming to the harbor regulations, but without 
other charge than the payment of such light, 
harbor, and customs dues as are or may be lev- 
ied on Newfoundland fishing vessels. 

Art. II.—Codfish, cod oil, seal oil, 
unmanufactured whalebone, sealskins, herrings, 
salmon, trout, and salmon trout, lobsters, co 
roes, tongues, and sounds being the produce of 
the fisheries carried on by the fishermen of New- 
foundland, and ores of metals the product of 
Newfoundland mines, and slates from the quarry 
untrimmed, shall be admitted into the United 
States free of duty. Also all packages in which 
the said fish and oils may be exported shall be 
admitted free of duty. It is understood, however, 
that unsalted or fresh codfish are not included 
in the provisions of this article. 

Art. I11.—The officer of customs at the New- 
foundland port where the vessel clears shall give 
to the master of the vessel a sworn certificate 
that the fish shipped were the produce of the 
fisheries carried on by the fishermen of New- 
foundiand, which certificate shall be counter- 
signed by the Consul or Consular Agent of the 
United States. 

Article IV.—When this convention shall come 
into operation and during the continuance there- 
of, the following articles imported into the Col- 
ony of Newfoundland from the United States 
shall be admitted free of duty: 

Agricultural implements and machinery im- 
ported by agricultural societies for the promo- 
tion of agriculture; cranes, derricks, fire clay, 
fire brick. rock drills, rolling mills, crushing 
mills, separators, drill-steel machinery of every 
description for mining used within the mine 
proper or at the surface of the mine, smelting 
machinery of all kinds when imported directly 
by persons engaged in mining or to be used in 
mining operations and not for sale; brick ma- 
chines, dynamite, detonators, blasting powder 
and fuse; raw cotton and cotton yarn, corn for 
the manufacture of brooms and whisks, chair 
cane unmanufactured, cottonssed oil, oflve oil, 
boracic acid, acetic acid, preservatine, when 
imported by manufacturers to be used in the 
preservation of fish or fish glue; hemp, hemp- 
yarn, coir yarn, sisal, manila, jute, flax, and 
tow; Indian corn, oijlcake, oilcake meal, cotton- 
seed cake, cottonseed meal, pease meal, bran, 
and other rnreparations for cattle feed; manures 
and fertilizers of all kinds, and sulphuric acid 
when imported to be used in the manufacture of 
manures; lines and twines used in connection 
with the fisheries, not including sporting tackle; 
ores to be used as flux; gas engines, when pro- 
tected by patent; plows, harrows, reaping, 
raking, plowing, potato-digging and seed-sowing 
machines, when imported by those engaged in 
agriculture and not for sale; engravers’ plates 
o. steel, polished for engraving thereon; photo- 
graph engraving machinery, viz.: router, bev, 
eling and. squaring machines, _ sereenholders, 
erossline sefeens, and chemicals for us> in en- 
graving, wood for blocking, engraving tools, 
aad process pl:.tes; printing presses, printing pa- 
per, printing types, printer’s ink, when imported 
ty bona-fide printers for use in their business; 
salt in bulk, when imported for use in the fish- 
eries, and the duties to be levied and collected 
upon the following enumerated merchandise im- 
ported {nto the Colony of Newf@undland from the 
United (States shall not exceed the following 
amounts, viz.: 

Flour, 25 cents per barrel; pork, $1.50 per bar- 
rel of 200 pounds; bacon and hams, tongues, 
smoked beef, and sausage, 24 cents per pound, 
or $2.50 per 112 pounds; beef, pigs’ heads, hocks, 
and feet, salted and cured, $1 per barrel of 200 
pounds; Indian meal, 20 cents per barrel; oat- 
meal, 30 cents per barrel of 200 pounds; rice, 4 
cent per pound; kerosene oil, 6 cents per gallon. 

Article V.—It is understood that if any reduc- 
tion is made by the colony of Newfoundland, at 
any time during the term of this convention, in 
the rate of duty upon the articles named in 
Article IV. of this convention, coming from any 
other country, the said reduction shall apply to 
the United States, and that no heavier duty shall 
be imposed on articles coming from the United 
States than is imposed on such articles coming 
from elsewhere. 

Article VI.—The present convention shall be 
duly ratified by the President of the United 
States of. America, by and with the advice and 
consent of the Senate thereof, and by his Brit- 
annic Majesty, and the ratifications shall be ex- 
changed at Washington as soon thereafter as 
practicable. - 

Its provisions shall go into effect thirty days 
after the exchange of ratifications, and shall 
continue and remain in full force for the term of 
five years from the date, at which it may come 
into operation, and further until the expiration 
of twelve months, after either of the contracting 
parties shall have given notice to the other at the 
end of the said term of five years, or at any time 
afterward.

CIVIL SERVICE SCHEME 


Judge Hinsdale’s Second Attack on 
the Present Law. 


System of Preference Perverted, 
Says—Worthy Men Unwilling to 
Apply for Examinations. 


Judge Hinsdale of the Court of Special

in refusing which Justice Hinsdale 
criticised the administration of the present 
civil service law. 

Judge Hinsdale’s second 
part: 

“The only substantial point of difference 
is: Does the scheme of the law as it now 
Stands, and which your body approves, 
bring to the front with reasonable cer- 
tainty the most proper men on the eligible 
list? The law contemplates that the three 
men that stand the highest on the list of 
eligibles are presumably :the most compe- 
tent and best fitted to the place they are 
desired to fill. If this was true in fact 
and had been demonstrated by experience, I 
would congede the soundness of the con- 
clusions of your association on this point. 

“My contention is that the three high- 
est on the list who may chance to have 
answered the questions of the Commis- 
Sloners or their examiners to their fullest 
satisfaction is no evidence that, on the 
whole, they are best fitted for a particular 
position any one on the eligible list. 
The personality, the former experience, the 
fitness of a candidate for a particular 
position that the appointing power has in 
view can never be well determined 
by an examination on those points 
by the appointing power. It may happen, 
and it nas happened, that a man well 
down on the eligible list is by long odds 
the best fitted to till a particular place. 

**In the above statement I am consider- 
ing the question from the standpoint that 
your scheme or the scheme of the law for 
determining the highest merit is faithfully 
and honestly executed by the Civil Service 
Commissioners and their examiners. If 
those officials are the best guardians -of 
civic virtue and are each and every one of 
them of the highest intelligence and inde- 
pendence of character, and they are abso- 
lutely honest and uninfluenced by preju- 
dice or favoritism, then an approximation 
tu the ideal merit system, so-called, which 
is expected to result in the selection of the 
best men, may be attained. If, however, 
there is a failure in these cardinal virtues 
on the part of the Civil Service Commis- 
sicners and their examiners, your whole 
scheme of merit, determined by the selec- 
tion of the fittest, fails. Still worse, if any 
of the Commissioners or their examiners 
are not only deficient in that superior 
knowledge and those virtues, but are sub- 
ject te prejudice and influence, whether 
politica! or social, or any other that may 
be suggested, then your scheme for select- 
ing three as the best fitted for appoint- 
ment is an utter failure. 

‘It is this particular feature of the civil 
service law, the selection of the _ three, 
that, in my judgment, has caused the 
Ceurt of Special Sessions and probably 
other departments their greatest embar- 
rassments. 1 know of no system of law 
that is so open to evasion and so easily 
perverted from the intention of its fram- 
ers as this particular feature of the civil 
service law. If 5 per cent. of the stories 
which have reached me for many years 
are true, then this system of preference 
has been perverted from the purpose for 
which it was intended. It has discouraged 
worthy applicants who saw no opportunity 
for reaching the coveted head of the list, 
while those who were not entitled to the 
place reached there and by reaching there 
became the only candidates that the ap- 
peinting power had the right to consider. 
It was the feature of the Black law in its 
practical working that attracted my at- 
tention, that the appointing power had ac- 
cess to the whole list. 

“If it be said that in some or in many 
cases favoritism was shown under that 
law, it was not as likely to produce bad 
results in debauching the public service 
as the present system, requiring the ap- 
pointing power to select only from the 
three at the head of the list. If the ap- 
pointing power under the Black law in 
some cases made a bad use of it, it at 
least gave others who had the appoint- 
ment of subordinates an opportunity to 
make good selections from the whole list. 
If a bad use of the law was made by 
certain persons charged with the duty on 
making appointments, my belief is that a 
much worse one can be made of the civil 
service law as it now stands by those who 
have the power to place at the head of 
the list the three alleged most eligible can- 
didates. 

‘“‘T think your association should endeavor 
to find out with certainty whether the 
scheme of the law as it now stands has 
been administered within the spirit and the 
intent of the letter of the same. My ex- 
perience and the experience of this court 
is that we attained better results under the 
Black law than we do under the present 
law. When I refer to the Black law, it is 
not because.I am wedded to that particu- 
lar law. I would be in favor of any scheme 
that would not be perverted, and that 
would improve the civil service law. Ex- 
perience in the administration of this im- 
portant subject under both laws compels 
me to give to the Black law the preferénce. 
So general has been the belief that it is 
impossible for many worthy men to-get to 
the head of the list that very many of 
them will not apply for that reason. 

“So under the operation of the present 
law poorer material is gathered into the 
public service than would otherwise reach 
that service if there were a more open and 
fair chance for the applicant's merits to be 
considered by the appointing power. Under 
the Black law the opportunities of the ap- 
pointing power to show favoritism would 
be reduced to a minimum when the Civil 
Service Commissioners are careful to place 
upon the list of eligible only good material, 
no matter what party they come from.”

Mr. Simmons, Angered Over “Lily 
White” Incident, Persuaded Not 
to Make Disclosures.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—The Adminis- 
tration averted a serious bit af trouble to- 
day largely through the shrewdness of 
Postmaster General Payne. 

Yesterday the Administration permitted 
it to be known that Senator Simmons’s 
interference in the North Carolina Post- 
mastership fight was regarded as an im- 
pertinence, desigred to injure the Presi- 
dent. When Mr. Simmons became aware 
of this he was indignant, for he claims 
that the Administration has invited him 
to advise it upon questions relating to 
Southern -appointments, and that he was 
simply following out a course which he 
believed to be acceptable to the Adminis- 
tration. He accordingly prepared a speech, 
which he had typewritten and intend- 
ed to deliver inthe Senate to-day. In this 
speech he proposed to disclose his rela- 
ticns with the Administration and show 
that the President had sought the advice 
which the Administration now repudiated. 

It was felt that a statement that the ad- 
vice of a man like Mr. Simmons, hostile 
to the negro, had been sought in regard 
to Southern appointments would be in- 
jurious to the Administration.

Un- 
der the present loose system it has become 
more and more evident that a real danger 
lies in the increasing number of noted ath- 
letes from smaller colleges who come to 
one or other of the large universities to 
continue their athletic careers in the pro- 
fessional schools 

The result of this has been that several 
athletic teams, notably football elevens, 
at all of the large universities in recent 
years, have drawn to a large extent on 

of Western colleges for their 
to the exclusion of undergrad- 
their own institutions. This has 
not only made it more and more difficult 
for bona fide first degree students to 
make their university teams, but it has 
brought what many alumni consider to 
be a most unfortunate element into uni- 
versity athletics. It has made it possi- 
ble for mature athletes from smaller col- 
leges to enter into sports where they meet 
undergraduates on opposing teams from 
five to ten years their junior. It has like- 
wise brought about several most unpleas- 
ant tiffs between Yale and Harvard, and 
it has brought to the professional schools 
of both universities a set of men who 
come for almost the sole purpose of en- 
tering athletics. What can be accomplished 
is a question, but it is probable that an 
effort by graduates will be made to bring 
about a discussion in the joint Harvard 
and Yale committee of the venture.

More sensations marked the progress of 
the six-day bicycle race in Madison Square 
Garden yesterday than have been seen 
since the start of the long grind. Two 


teams dropped out, leaving nine to continue 
and two 
new world’s records were established in ex- 
hibition runs by the champion short-dis- 
tance rider, Frank Kramer. Both were un- 
paced events. In the afternoon Kramer 
broke his own world's record of 0:54 4-5 for 
the indoor half mile by two-fifths of a 
second. In the evening he rode a quarter 
mile in breaking the former 
world’s figures of 0:25 4-5, made on the 
Garden track on Dec, 4, 1900, by the negro 
champion, Major Taylor. The announce- 
ment of these records was greeted with 
deafening cheers by the spectators. ‘a 

Seats were difficult to find in the Gar- 
den last night. Whatever may be said of 
the sportsmanlike qualities of a six-day 
bicycle grind, there is no indication this 
year that the fascination of watching a 
procession of human machines on wheels 
has lost any of its attractive powers. It 
was positively asserted that the real rea- 
son of the terrific sprint started early yes- 
terday morning by Leander was due to the 
offer of a twenty-dollar gold piece if his 
team would gain a lap. It resulted in all 
the leaders gaining a lap on the French 
team, Breton and Darragon. and led event- 
ually to the foreigners’ withdrawal. 

The fifty-first hour of the race, which 
wes between 2 and 3 o'clock yesterday 
morning, was a record-breaker in_ the his- 
tory of six-day bicycle events. The long- 
expected attempt to steal a lap was begun 
by Leander about half-past 2%. It was a 
minute or two before the bunch awoke to 
the situation, and then a chase began such 
as has seldom been seen in the great gar- 
den. McFarland took the lead of the pur- 
suers, but by the time he got up full 
speed Leander was fifty yards away and 
riding like mad. Suddenly his partner, 
Floyd Krebs, appeared on the track, and 
the hitherto sleepy spectators, now thor- 
oughly aroused, began to suspect that the 
partners had planned a clever ruse to 
steal a lap on the entire bunch. Krebs 
picked up Leander without the loss of an 
inch, and the giddy whirl continued hotter 
than ever. The pace was telling severely 
on the other men, and soon the trainers 
were scurrying to and fro after their sleep- 
ing partners. They were hastily mounted 
on their whcels to relieve the tired riders, 
and with an entire bunch of partially fresh 
riders the sprinting continued without the 
slightest cessation in speed. 

The scene in the Garden at that hour in 
the morning is generally of the drowsiest 
kind. But this was all changed in a twink- 
ling to a scene that has not been equaled 
since the start of the race. Suddenly Bre- 
ton, the Frenchman, was seen to/lag be- 
hind. A mighty roar went up‘and the other 
riders increased their energy and seemed to 
go faster than ever. The plucky French- 
man fell further in the rear, nor could his 
partner recover any of the lost ground, and 
after a mile the Frenchmen were passed. 
The strain had practically worn Breton out, 
and, being discouraged at his loss, before 
another hour had passed hé announced that 
he would pedal no more and ceased riding. 
- that hour the leaders rode 22 miles and 
3 laps. 

The withdrawal of the Frenchmen left ten 
teams in the race, and the number was soon 
after reduced to nine by the withdrawal of 
the tail-enders, Doerflinger and Heller. 

With the dropping out of the French team 
six were left tied for honors, while the 
other three are only a lap behind. The 
riders all look tired, but they are in pretty 
good condition, and the trainers have had 
no serious trouble yet in keeping

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FOR PEACE IN BASEBALL 
National League Makes Overtures 
to Rival Organization. 





Johnson Declares Grounds Have Been 
Bought Outright—Sunday Games 
in the Playing Schedule.

At their meeting in the Victoria Hotel 
yesterday the owners of National League 
baseball clubs opened negotiations with 
President “‘ Ban" Johnson of the American 
League, with the view to a _ peaceful 
settlement of the war which is being waged 
between the two associations. Just what 
will come of this effort is as yet proble- 
matical, as the American League officials, 
while professing their willingness-for peace, 
have not answered the communication, but 
a favorable reply is looked for to-day. 

During the afternoon session of the Na- 
tional League delegates who are taking 
an active part in the annual meeting of the 
National League which is now in progress 
discussed war measures for the coming 
season, but at the suggestion of August 
Herrman of the Cincinnati Club, it was 
decided to make an effort to come to 
peaceful understanding with the American 
League officials, and the following letter 
explains what action was taken: 

Dec. 10, 1902. 


Johnson, President, American League

Dear Sir: At a meeting of the National League 
and American Association of Professional Base- 
ball Clubs, held this day at the Victoria Hotel, 
in this city, the following resolution was unani- 
mously adopted: 

** Whereas, It has been stated in the public 
prints that the President of the American League 
has declared that his organization has been in 
favor of, and that the National League has been 
opposed to, a peaceful settlement of the so-called 
baseball wat, therefore, 

** Resolved, That a committee of three be ap- 
pointed for the purpose of conferring with rep- 
resentatives of the American League now in this 
city if they so desire, to ascertain upon what 
basis such a vesult can be accomplished."' 

In pursuance of this resolution the following 
committee wes appointed: Messrs. Herrman, 
Hart, and Robison, Mr. August Herrman, Chair- 
man. 

At a meeting held by this committee, I was 
directed, as its Chairman, to transmit to you 
this communication for your consideration and 
action, and we await your pleasure.

Messrs. Hermann, Hart, and Robison vis- 
ited President Johnson at the Criterion Ho- 
tel during the afternoon af handed this 
communication in person to him. With 
Mr. Johnson at the time were Messrs. Som- 
ers and Kilfoyle of the American League, 
and without having read the letter, Mr. 
Johnson had quite a long talk with the Na- 
tional League representatives, in which Mr.

The National League delegates held two 
sessions at the Victoria Hotel yesterday, 
beginning about 2 o'clock in the after- 
noon. During the first session the schedule 
for 1908 was presented and discussed at 
length, but the playing dates were not 
adopted until after dinner, when the club 
owners held a brief meeting for that pur- 
08e. 

Hitherto neither the Philadelphia nor 
Boston Club has played Sunday games at 
home or abroad, but the Schedule Commit- 
tee arranged for the Philadelphias to play 
six Sunday games abroad, while the Bos- 
tons are to play five away from home next 
season. The Boston representatives favored 
the new departure, but Col. John I. Rogers 
made strenuous objections on behalf of the 
Philadelphia Club, but all to no purpose, 
as his was the only dissenting vote when 
the schedule as presented was adopted. 
Otherwise the work of the Schedule Com- 
mittee gave general satisfaction. 

The season will open on April 15, with 
the Eastern clubs playing in the East and 
the Western clubs in the West. 

Brooklyn wil! open the season with New 
York on the Polo Grounds, and Boston will 
play at Philadelphia. Pittsburg plays at 
Cincinnati, and Chicago at St. Louis. The 
Philadelphia team will open the Boston 
grounds on Patriots’ Day, April.20, and 
on the follewing day New York and Brook- 
lyn will play the opening game of the 
season at Washington Park, while St. 
Louis will play at Pittsburg and Cincinnati 
at Chicago. The holiday dates have been 
very evenly divided. On Decoration Day 
morning and afternoon games will be 
played as follows: Boston at New York, 
Philadelphia at Brooklyn, Cincinnati at 
Pittsburg, and St. Louis at Chieago. Brook- 
Ivn will play at Boston on Bunker Hill 
Day, and on July 4 the Eastern teams will 
be in the West, New York at Chicago, 
Brooklyn at Cincinnati, Philadelphia at 
Pittsburg, and Boston at St. Louis.

| Gov. Cummins of lowa Ridicules States-

DETROIT, Dec. 10.—The National! Recip- 
| rocity Convention opened here to-day. 
| There were present nearly 100 delegates 
| from the Northern tier of States and sev- 
| eral from Canada. F. D. Smith, President 
of the Detroit Chamber of Commerce, called 
| the convention to order. He said: 
| “I give you a warm word of welcome as 
President of the Detroit Chamber of Com- 
, Merce. By an actual report from the va- 
| rious members of our association, we find 
| that there is not a dissenting voice, not 
1a discordant note, but an absolutely unani- 
| mous and hearty interest in the subject of 
| reciprocity. 

“Reciprocity means something; it 
| peals to citizens of all classes, but 
| pecially to the business men and commer- 
! cial organizations of our country. The 
} merchants and manufacturers of this city 
| feel that we should have the privilege of 
placing in the hands of our neighbors the 
| goods we have to sell to as great an ad-

| to cripple their industry, .but to promote,

“The question of reciprocity is too often 
| confounded in the minds of people with ab- 
| solute free trade. While for myself, I 
would go a long ways toward unrestricted 
| trade, the purpose of this conference 1s to

The word might be interpreted as “ give 
| and take,’ or in other words, a reciprocal 
| affair, where we give and have given to 
| us in return. If any argument is needed 
| for the benefits which reciprocal trade will 
| have as between the nations of the earth

| United States and Canada, it will be found 
in the trade which has obtained between 
the several States of the American union, 
} and which has in every instance redounded 
| to the good of each State participating.

Britain and the United States. It is well

VENEZUELA. 

The Ministers of Great Britain 
Germany having withdrawn from Carac- 
as, our Minister, Mr. Bowen, has, with 
the approval of the State Department, 
mccepted the duty and responsibility of 
pafeguarding the interests of resident 
subjects of those powers. The signifi- 
rance of this transfer of authority to 
the American Minister will be as clearly 
perceived in Venezuela and other South 
‘American republics as it is in Europe 
and the United States. It is an impar- 
tial and friendly office that Mr. BowENn 
pssumes. It involves no implication of 
Bpecial sympathy with the course adopt- 
ed by Great Britain and Germany. Just 
as Minister CAMBON’s consent to serve as 
the representative of Spain in the nego- 
tiations which suspended hostilities be- 
tween that country and the United 
States involved on his part no implica- 
tion that le was more friendly to one 
power than to the other. 

Nevertheless, if we were in the posi- 
tion of protesting against the use of 
British and German warships in the col- 
Jection of debts owed by Venezuela, we 
should naturally be reluctant to permit 
pur Minister to represent the 
ests of British and German residents. 
It is known that the intentions of 
Great Britain and Germany were com- 
municated to this Government, and that 
our replies to their inquiries satisfied 
them that we should interpose no obsta- 
eles to the proceeding they deemed just. 
If President CAsTRO 
doubts as to our attitude, they must have 
been removed when Minister BowrEn 
convinced him that he was authorized to 
represent British and German interests 
at Caracas. 

Minister Bowen thus has a triple rela- 
tion to the grave events in Venezuela of 
which the dispatches bring us the news. 
It devolves upon him to see that no 
wrong or needless hardship is inflicted 
upon subjects of Great Britain; to do the 
same in respect to subjects of the Ger- 
man Emperor; and concurrently with the 
performance of these duties to take heed 
that the interests of his Government and 
of Americans in Venezuela do not suf- 
fer. While we do not protest against 
the use of force by European nations to 
obtain justice from our sister republics, 
we regard these incidents always with 
anxiety. Proceedings of this nature 
have become rather frequent of late, and 
Wwe are never unmindful of the fact that 
the scene of the encounter lies within 
the territory pertaining to the public 
system established by the Monroe doc- 
trine. To collect a just debt is one thing, 
to attempt to control the destiny of any 
of the New World republics is quite an- 
other. Minister Bowen will have no dif- 
ficulty in determining where lies the 
clear line that divides the two. It is not 
what European nations intend to do that 
gives us anxiety, it is what they may be 
hurried into doing by moving events. 
Even a little fire may spread disas- 
trously. It would be much to our liking 
if these little fires were never kindled in 
the Western Hemisphere. 

We frankly admit that they are kin- 
dled by the fault of Spanish-American 
Governments, stable at best, 
and not always regardful of obligation. 
President Castro is perhaps less sensi- 
tive to the obligations of 
ment than the average South American 
statesman. We wish that the Govern- 
ments of all the republics of Central and 
South America could be brought ta un- 
derstand what almost irreparable harm 
they do to their own peoples by their ir- 
of treating just debts.

MR. BARRETT’S QUALIFICATIONS. 
Neither law nor forbids

inquiry which the Japanese Minister has 
made at the State Department concern- 
jing the President's reported intention to 
appoint Mr, JoHN BARRETT Minister to 
Japan does not indicate, however, that 
Mr. BARRETT would not be persona 
grata. Such inquiries are always of a 
delicate nature, and elaborate politeness 
often stands in the way of frank state- 
ment. 

It appears that the Japanese Govern- 
ment would like to know if Mr. BARRETT 
is a man of sufficient amplitude and ex- 
perience for the post, and from the pub- 
lished reports nothing further appears. 
‘The State Department would have been 
quite justified in informing the Japan-

dismiss all doubts concerning Mr. BaR- 
ReT?r’s fitness for the appointment. 
Japan of course feels that she is one of 
the important nations, but it can be con- 
fidently said that Mr. BARRETT, by rea- 
son of ability and training, stands well 
above the average of our diplomatic ap- 
pointees below the grade of Ambassa- 
dor. He served acceptably as Minister to 
Siam, and his wide acquaintance with 
the peoples and the customs of the Far 
East constitutes a special qualification 
possessed by few Americans, probably 
not more than three or four. Mr. Bar- 
RETT had the confidence of President 
McKINLEy, who had him in mind for a 
Ministership at a capital where his re- 
sponsibilities and the complexity of the 
questions with which he would have had 
to deal must be considered greater than 
would fall to his lot at Tokio. It would 
hardly be asserted, we suppose, that Mr. 
BARRETT, either in respect to standing at 
home successful diplomatic service 
abroad, is the inferior of the late Minis- 
ter to Japan, Mr. Buck, 

There is a possibility that Mr. Bar- 
RNTT’S relation to the St. Louis Exposi- 
tion as its representative in the East 
may have seemed to Japan to furnish 
grounds for taking exception to his ap- 
pointment. That does not publicly ap- 
pear, however, and we see no reason why 
the objection should be entertained. Of 
course, if the Japanese Minister is unable 
to say, after hearing from his Govern-

ENCE. 

The public meeting of the Civic Feder- 
ation for general discussion, which has 
occupied the past three days, was of ben-

who attended every session and listened 
patiently to all that was said would be 
likely to ask himself whether the time 
devoted to the meetings was wisely and 
profitably employed. The answer to this 
question would undoubtedly depend a 
good deal upon the point of view of the 
person asking it. If a student of the 
problems of what is popularly known as 
the labor movement, he would perhaps 
conclude that he could have used the 
time to better advantage in other ways. 
No doubt the greatest good to result 
from it will be due to the impression 
which some millions of people will derive 
from the newspaper reports that capital 
and labor have met in a great convention 
and, through three days, amiably ex- 
changed views and experiences along 
steadily converging lines of thought. 

We have no wish to correct this im- 
pression. It has at least a basis of truth, 
and however small the benefits directly 
traceable to this meeting, they are real 
and tangible. The first day was largely 
wasted, owing to the fact that in the ab- 
sence of Mr. CHARLES FRANCIS ADAMS, 
who was scheduled for the first paper, 
it was deemed necessary to occupy the 
entire opening session with speeches 
chiefly useful in filling in the time. Of 
Mr. ADAMs’sS have already 
spoken in these columns, It was thought- 
ful, scholarly, and normally refrigerating.

The representatives of labor did not un- 


derstand it; the representatives of the 
employers wanted time and opportunity 
to read it in print and think it over. If it 
can be considered an epoch-making con- 
tribution to the literature of the labor 
discussion the epoch it will make is not 
imminent. Of many of the papers which 
followed, it is fair to say that had the 
gentlemen who read them _ received 
“leave to print,”’ the time consumed in 
their reading might have been more prof- 
itably employed in a free exchange of 
views. They were invariably too long, 
and either too abstruse or too diffusive, 
or both, interest such an audience. 
The professional friend of mankind 
deems the right of free speech (from 
manuscript) inalienable and intermina- 
ble. The third and last day of the ses- 
sion was of greater interest and value 
than the other two combined, and ac- 
complished of benefit along the 
lines of the committee’s work. Mr. Sam- 
UEL GOMPERS occupied the greater part 
of the morning session with a speech 
which reminded one who listened to it of 
the testimony of Mr. Sam Weller for the 
plaintiff in the case of Bardell vs. Pick- 
wick, and who left the stand with the 
conviction that he had done the plaintiff 
all the harm possible and not injured the 
defendant at all. Mr. GOMPERS was not 
in happy vein. He snarled and sneered, 
pounded the table, and found pleasure in 
telling the representatives of capital 
present that, whether they liked it or 
not, organized labor proposed to have its 
way in every issue covered by the discus- 
sion. He certainly made a very poor im- 
pression upon disinterested persons who 
listened to him, and in this respect may 
have contributed something to the good 
results accomplished by the 
Some of the other labor leaders were 
much happier, and dealt with the ques- 
tions under consideration with much 
more liberality and intelligence. 

The closing session of the last day, de- 
voted to papers and discussions on the 
subject of industrial agreements, was in 
the highest degree interesting and in- 
structive. This brought the opposing in- 
terests nearer together than anything 
which had preceded it, and called out 
from both employers and wage earners 


some able and enlightening speeches. In

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answering leading questions the labor 
leaders appeared to very poor advantage. 
They begged the question of union out- 
rages upon non-union men, fenced clum- 
sily and with evident embarrassment 
with that of the limitation of appren- 
tices, stultified themselves concerning 
the restriction of output, and left unan- 
swered every question which touched the 
right of individual liberty and freedom 
of contract. This also made for good. 
When Prof. Jenxs of Cornell discussed 
the ethics of labor conflicts in a paper of 
which each sentence flashed like a cim- 
eter and bisected the feather pillows of 
Mr. Gompers’s sophistry, the labor lead- 
ers had nothing to say. They might as well 
have disputed the sunshine or argued 
with a searchlight. That, too, made for 
good. It was not because the culture and 
oratorical accomplishments were on the 
side of those who held views inviting ap- 
plause from employers. One or two of 
the labor leaders, notably an English 
machinist, Mr. BARNEs, and an ex-Presi- 
dent of the Amalgamated Association of 
Iron and Steel Workers, Mr. GARLAND, 
whose speech was homely and whose 
verbs and nouns were not always in 
agreement, were listened to respectfully 
and with appreciation. They were ear- 
nest, practical men, sincere in their con- 
victions, liberal in their views, and thor- 
oughly honest. Such men do not need the 
embellishment of the flowers of rhetoric 
to make what they have to say of inter- 
est to those who hear it. 

The Civic Federation is making an 
earnest and sincere effort to be useful, 
and however much or little success may 
have attended its initial efforts at media- 
tion in strikes, its work makes for good. 
The best of the results likely to result 
from the meeting just closed is the en- 
couragement of organization among 
manufacturers. 


MANHATTAN PASSENGER SERVICE. 

The congestion of the elevated rail- 
roads and the general lack of system and 
discipline shown in the management of 
the train service, especially on the west 
side, indicate a lack of capacity in the 
executive direction of the system which 
warrants great popular complaint. The 
so-called express service is thrown into 
confusion by the slightest of pretexts. 
Train dispatching is faulty at both ends, 
and trainmen are not required to make 
schedule time. On Tuesday evening a 
passenger was more than thirty minutes 
in going from Park Place to Twenty- 
eighth Street, and when he left the over- 
crowded train which had dragged along 
the entire distance, another train was 
stalled on the track ahead of it; an- 
other was at the Thirty-third Street sta- 
tion, and seven trains lay motionless 
on the track below, waiting for a chance 
to get into the station. So far as could 
be learned there was no accident. It was 
also observed last evening that during 
the hour of maximum travel five trains 
passed Park Place going south during 
the time consumed in waiting for one to 
go north. 

All this indicates bad management. If 
it were a casual and accidental condition 
it might very well be excused on the 
ground that something unexpected had 
occurred to derange the system at an 
inconvenient moment. It is, however, 
a matter of nightly experience. On 
Monday night a crowded express train 
due to stop at Sixty-sixth Street and at 
stations above made its first stop at 
One Hundred and Twenty-fifth Street, 
and those carried beyond their stations 
had to wait for a way train to take 
them back. It is likely enough that the 
present management cares very little 
what happens during the remainder of 
its tenure of control. The public, how- 
ever, may be permitted to cherish the 
hope that the representatives of the new 
lessees will put in charge of the service 
men who know how to run a railroad, 
and who are able to recognize that they 
have something like a public duty to per- 
form. The Car Passengers’ Rights So- 
ciety will make itself useful in several 
ways, and if the management of the ele- 
vated railroad system continues as inef- 
ficient and incapable as it now is, it will 
have no difficulty in commanding unani- 
mous popular support for legislation 
prescribing extremely drastic measures 
of reform. Present conditions are ap- 
proaching the intolerable. 


THE COAL COMMISSION APPROPRIA- 
TION. 

The measure known as the Coal Com- 
mission Appropriation bill and officially 
numbered H. R. 15,327, seems to have 
created more excitement than the facts 
of the case warrant. It is designated 
in its title as a bill “to provide for the 
expenses and compensation of the An- 
thracite Coal Strike. Commission ap- 
pointed by the President of the United 
States.” The amount appropriated is 
$50,000. 

The members of the commission are 
rendering an important public service at 
the request of the President of the Unit- 
ed States. It was not understood at the 
time they were appointed that the posi- 
tion of member of the commission car- 
ried any salary. We do not understand 
now that the members expect to be paid 
for the service they render. Two are 
now salaried officers of the Federal Gov- 
ernment, and in their cases at least the 
law which forbids drawing two salaries 
would apply to prevent their receiving 
any compensation from the commission 
fund. As to the others, it is difficult to 
see how their salaries could be fixed aft- 
er the service was rendered. Anything 
less than $100 a day would scarcely be 
compensatory for listening to the testi- 
mony thus far presented in endless and 
exhausting detail, without leading any- 
where. If the payment of salaries to the 
Commissioners had been intended by 
the President or expected by the gentle- 
men honored by him in their selection, 
the matter would have been discussed 
in advance. Possibly the Senate would 


have had something to say about the 
appointment of the Commissioners if 
there had been “anything in it” except 
the honor of rendering a useful public 
service. 


THE ETIQUETTE OF SPOILS HUNTING. 

It is reported from Washington that 
the President is annoyed by the inter- 
ference of the North Carolina delegation 
in Congress, all Democrats, in the mat- 
ter of the negro Postmaster whom Sena- 
tor PritcHarp is trying to dislodge. We 
venture to hope that it is the emotion of 
Postmaster PAYNE and not that of Presi- 
dent RoosEvE LT that is referred to. In- 
deed, we have too high an appreciation 
of Mr. RoosEVELT’s sense of humor to 
doubt that he is really enjoying the ab- 
surd complications in which Mr. PAYNE 
is involving himself. 

The “interference” arose very simply. 
Mr. PritcuHarp wishes the negro turned 
out in vindication of the position of the 
Lily Whites, of whom he is the repre- 
sentative. The negro has had no trouble 
in getting a lot of testimonials from 
white Democrats of his district to the 
effect that he is efficient as a Postmas- 
ter and honorable as a citizen. ‘“* There, 
you see,” says Mr. PriTcHARD, “ this 
man’s politics is as black as his skin. He 
is backed only _by the Democrats. Out 
with him!” ‘Then the Democrats of the 
House from North Carolina step in and 
tell the President that they would prefer 
a white man for Postmaster. So Mr. 
PAYNE is shut out of the way of escape 
that seemed open to him, and he must 
recommend the President either to turn 
the negro out because he is a negro or to 
keep him in because he is a good Post- 
master, and neither course fits the ‘‘ Ad- 
ministration ” scheme of politics. 

After the President has had enough 
fun with Mr. PAYNE, suppose he drops 
the matter. The further he lets Mr. 
PAYNE go with it, the more it will be 
muddled and the less credit the President 
will get from it.

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 





—Life in a town named Tunkhannock 
might reasonably be expected to give a man 
accurate as well as extensive knowledge 
about forest trees and their habits, but the 
resident of Tunkhannock whose letter 
we published disappointed that expec- 
tation, and, while revealing an admira- 
ble judgment~in the matter of editorial 
paragraphs, at the same time betrayed a 
most deplorable ignorance of arboriculture 
in general and of Christmas trees in par- 
ticular. More than a few New Yorkers, in- 
cluding several who write pieces for the 
newspapers, have, in their earlier and more 
innocent days, lived in places at least as 
woodsy as Tunkhannock can be, and these 
will not endure with patience to be told, 
even by a resident of darkest Pennsylvania, 
that if little evergreens are once allowed 
to put out low branches they will never 
amount to anything for lumber. As all lit- 
tle evergreens begin business in just that 

Way, and as the modern forester takes 

great pains to bring up his infant protégés 

in conditions almost aS unlike those of a 

“‘natural”’ forest as he can produce, it is 

quite useless to say that, since the annual 

crop of Christmas trees is gathered from 
lands once cleared, it interferes in no way 
with the future timber supply of the coun- 
try. That theory may do well enough in 

Tunkhannock, which is, we half suspect, 

something of a centre of the iniquitous 

Christmas tree industry, and therefore far 

from disinterested, but it would have no 

chance whatever of acceptance with follow- 
ers of the new school—of the new school 
that looks upon a “natural” forest with 
about the same favor as upon a “ natural ’”’ 
wheat field or a herd of ‘‘ natural”’ cattle, 

Go to, go to, dear friend in Tunkhannock. 

You're all right on the editorial paragraph 

question, but when it comes to Christmas 

trees you're in a parlous state and can 
find safety only in the prompt subscription 
to and industrious reading of two or three 
good magazines devoted to arboriculture. 

Our position in regard to ‘the annual 

slaughter of arboreal innocents” is exactly 

that of every such magazine we ever saw, 
and, to be entirely frank, our exhortation 

to spare the little evergreens was but a 

paraphrase of remarks often made by the 

professionay foresters. 


——Those members of labor unions who 
have met the suggestion that such organ- 
izations ought to be incorporated with the 
reply that the result would be “ endless 
litigation’ may, if they look closely, see 
in the defense set up in behalf of Law- 
RENCE MURPHY, charged with embezzling 
$10,000 from the Journeymen Stonecutters’ 
Association, a somewhat disquieting indi- 
cation that irresponsibility has its disad- 
vantages as well as its advantages, even 
in the matter of litigation. For Murpuy's 
counsel makes the point that, as the 
Stonecutters’ Association is unincorporat- 
ed, the Treasurer was simply one of many 
partners and could not steal from the part- 
nership. There is at least a chance that 
this contention may be sustained, and if 
it is, and if all the labor union Treasurers 
find that union funds can be appropriated 
to their own use without fear of anything 
more alarming than a civil suit to recover 
the money taken—and spent—the outlook 
is somewhat alarming for labor organiza- 
tions of the present form. It is not, of 
course, that their membership includes no 
honest men to be the custodians of their 
funds, but to what a terrible temptation 
will the honest men be subjected, and how 
strong will be the invitation extended to 
the dishonest ones to make desperate ef- 
forts to secure election to the position of 
Treasurer! The dilemma in which the 
stonecutters are involved recalls the some- 
what similar case of unother MurPHY— 
that OWEN MurRpuHy who, as Treasurer of 
the Excise Board, so won the confidence of 
the saloon-keeping fraternity that he was 
able to pocket something like $100,000, paid 
in advance by them as license fees, and 
then more or less tranquilly to confront 
their bitter but ineffectual reproaches for 
what turned out to be merely a breach of 
to be 


trust. Certain breaches of trust, 


sure, are felonious by statute, but most 
of them escape that harsh designation, and 
‘when they do they are very hard things to 
punish adequately. The labor unions 
should deliberate carefully on the relation 
which LAWRENCE MURPHY’'S case has with 
the question of incorporation. Whatever 
the decision may Fe as to his counsel's 
defense, the point raised is of no less sig- 
nificance than importance. 


—jIt behooves Mr. JOHN MARKLE, very 
much for his own sake, and a little for the 
sake of those of us who have hitherto ac- 
cepted as true his statements as to the 
dealings of his company with its employés, 
to make at once some sort of an answer to 
the testimony given this week before the 
Coal Strike Commission. The stories told 
by several of Mr. MARKLE'S men were noth- 
ing less than frightful, and, if allowed to 
go uncontradicted—and not disproved—they 
will have an effect upon public sentiment 
most unfortunate for the coal operators. 
‘The tale that needs Mr. Markuz's first 
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attention, we are inclined to think, is not 
the one which seemed to affect the Com- 
missioners most deeply—that of the miner 
CoLu about an eviction and the consequent 
death of a sick woman, That, as it was 
related, showed utter heartlessness, of 
course, but presumably, or at least possibly, 
the forms of law were observed, and COLL 
had no legal “ rights’ in a house for which 
he had not paid the rent. A case much 
worse, in many ways, and one not to be met 
with the vile phrase, “business is busi- 
ness,” is that of the widow whose meagre 
wages, with those of her two boys, were 
appropriated by the company until they 
had liquidated the debt of a father who 
died leaving no estate. Unless the facts of 
this case were grossly misrepresented by 
the witnesses, the course pursued by the 
Markle company was without the shadow 
of legality, and was made possible only 
because the victims were too ignorant to 
know their rights or too weak to maintain 
them. Had this particular story stood alone 
it might almost have been dismissed as in- 
credible, and we are not saying that the 
other evidence as to the workings of the 
diabolical “‘ company store’’ system on the 
Markle property proved it to be true, but 
the other evidence certainly tended to do 
so, and can fairly be held to have put these 
most voluble of the independent operators 
on the defensive. Their claim that there 
was ‘‘nothing to arbitrate’’ was made 
often and loudly in the past half year; it 
looks at present as if there might be in 
the future something to prosecute. 


HEALTH BOARD’S NEW REGIME. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In your editorial relating to the Depart- 
ment of Health in to-day's issue you gave 
well-merited praise to Dr. Lederle and 
his subordinates. You have failed, how- 
ever, to refer to the one thing which 
proves more than all others together the 
changed atmosphere and the new spirit in 
that department. 

The Health Department of to-day is cer- 
tainly the model of what all city depart- 
ments should be (but unfortunately are 


not) in their relations to the public. The 
utmost courtesy is shown to everybody 
who has any business with any of the offi- 
cials. Dr. Lederle himself, busy though 
he is, receives everybody who wishes to 
see him, without apy red tape or undue 
waiting; he listens quietly and courteously 
to any suggestion made to him, and is 
quick to accept any idea, no matter where 
it comes from, if it appeals to him as one 
like to promote the aims of the depart- 
ment. 

I speak from personal experience, and 
wish to call the attention of all those 
who might have had some unpleasant ex- 
periences with other municipal depart- 
ments to the fact that this courtesy of the 
Commissioner of Health is reflected in the 
whole department. All of the officials, and 
especially Dr. Guilfoy, the Registrar of 
Vital Statistics, take the utmost pains to 
give all legitimate information, to put the 
records and the library of the department 
at the disposition of all who have reason 
to consult them, and endeavor in all possi- 
ble ways to make themselves useful and 
agreeable.

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STATEHOOD BILL ADVANCES 


Senator Quay Outgenerals Oppo- 
nents in First Day’s Battle. 


Substitute Bill Providing for Admission 
of Oklahoma and Indian Territory 
as One State Withdrawn. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—‘“‘It is a ske- 
daddle,” said Senator Quay at the con- 
clusion of the first day’s engagement on 
the Statehood bill. The remark was in- 
tended to apply to the act of Senator Nel- 
son, who for the Committee on Territories 
withdrew the substitute bill providing for 
the admission of Oklahoma and Indian Ter- 
ritory as one State. It might, however, as 
well have been applied to the tactics of the 
opposition throughout the day. 

An hour before the expiration of the 
morning hour, when he was to call up the 
Statehood bill, Mr. Quay had submitted 
his dissenting views on the action of the 
majority of the Committee on Territories 
in making an unfavorable report on the 
House bill and the reading of the paper 
only came to an end a few moments before 
2 o'clock. Senator Nelson requested unani- 
mous consent to lay the Statehood bill aside 
temporarily, but naturally the Pennsylva- 
nia Senator interposed objection, and the 
dreary business of reading the long House 
bill set in, 

Following that came the reading of the 
Senate committee’s substitute. Senator 
Beveridge broke in at one point to ask that 
further reading of the bills be dispensed 
with and the report of the committee be re- 
ceived and read, but again Mr. Quay ob- 
jected and stood on his rights. When the 
reading of the bill had concluded the com- 
mittee report was presented and read at 
length. It was a voluminous docu- 
ment, and it was nearly 6 o'clock when the 
clerks had finished it. Senator Bacon of- 
fered an amendment to change the name of 
the new State proposed in the substitute 
and comprising Oklahoma and Indian Ter- 
ritory to Jefferson. 

The decision rendered by President Frye 
yesterday when Senator Proctor announced 
his intention to call up the militia organi- 
zation that nothing short of the Senate or 
what is the equivalent, a unanimous con- 
Sent agreement, could supplant the State- 
hood bill, was demoralizing to the 
nents of Statehood. There had been 
among the majority leaders that they 
could get a ruling which would give ap- 
propriation bills preference over Statehood. 
In consequence of the ruling of the chair 
a conference of the majority members of 
the Territories Committee and the members 
of the steering committee was held during 
the morning to devise ways and means to 
wage successful opposition to the bill. The 
subsequent developments of the day seemed 
to indicate that no definite plan was 
adopted 

It was learned during the day from an 
undoubted source that at a conference last 
night of the friends of the Statehood 
a poll of the Senate was discussed, and 
the names of the Senators who will vote 
with Senator Quay to admit the three Ter- 
ritories were made known. The list is as 
follows: Burton of Kansas, Dietrich of Ne- 
braska, Elkins of West Virginia, Mason of 
Illinois, Mitchell of Oregon, Perkins of Cal- 
ifornia, Gallinger of New Hampshire, War- 
ren of W yoming, Hansbrough and McCum- 
ber of North Dakota, Quay and Penrose of 
Pennsylvania, and Platt of New York. In 
addition to this list it was stated that 
Clark of Wyoming and Scott of West Vir- 
ginia were likely to support the bill, but 
they were classed as doubtful. It is also 
claimed that Senators Stewart and Jones 
of Nevada favor the bill, but have made no 
pledges and are not on Mr. Quay’s list. 

There is doubt as to the précise vote the 
Democrats will give the bill. It has been 
claimed that they will vote solidly with 
their 33 votes, but there is some reason to 
believe that Senator Cockrell will not stand 
with his party colleagues and it is 
that Senator Jones of Arkansas will accom- 
modate his Republican friends who are op- 
posed to the bill by voting with them. 

At the conclusion of the reading of the 
committee report Senator Nelson of the 
committee moved to withdraw the substi- 
tute for some needed amendments. Sena- 
tor Quay objected, as the committee had 
not directed this, but President Frye ruled 
that he must assume that the Minnesota 
Senator was acting for the majority of the 
committee, and the withdrawal of the sub- 
stitute was ordered. 

Senator Quay then with some asperity 
made the announcement that if the sub- 
stitute was again offered in the Senate he 
should move to lay it on the table. The 
effect of this motion would be of course 
to shut off debate and force a test vote at 
once. It is not easy to see the force of 
this act of the opposition in withdrawing 
their bill. Senator Nelson said in explana- 
tion of it, that the substitute could now 
be moved at any time, and it could be de- 
bated precisely as if it were still before 
the Senate. He admitted that he had no 
definite amendments in mind to make to 
the substitute, but that he supposed it 
would need amendments to perfect it. The 
effect of withdrawing the substitute is to 
leave the original House bill before the 
Senate as the main proposition. 

“We are now,” said Senator Quay after 
the adjournment, ‘‘ where we should be if 
we had forced a vote on the substitute and 
voted it down. We have practically got it 
out of the way, and we have got them on 
the run—in fact, we have had them on the 
run all day. The bill will pass. When I 
cannot say. It is to be debated, and that 
in the Senate means the flight of consid- 
erable time.”’

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Venerable ex-Speaker Makes His Last 
Set Address to the House.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 10. — Ex-Speaker 
Galusha A. Grow delivered to-day what 
may be called his farewell speech to the 
House. It is not really that, for in the 
various debates which will take place be- 
fore next March Mr. Grow will probably 
participate like others and make extempo- 
raneous remarks as occasion offers. But 
it was his last set speech, and as such it 
Was an event. 

Once in every session Mr. Grow delivers 
a set speech. It is on any topic which he 
may choose, whether it relates to legisla- 
tion or not, and sometimes, as in this case, 
special provision is made for it. On this 
occasion the House went into Committee of 
the Whole to consider the resolution pro- 


viding for the distribution of the Presi- 
dent’s annual message for no other pur- 
pose than to allow Mr. Grow to make a 
speech on a topic that might suit his fancy. 
He is the only member of Congress who 
can make a speech at any time, regardless 
of the subject before the House. It is a 
mark of respect paid to the old statesman. 

The first of Mr. Grow’s series of set 
speeches was delivered half a century ago, 
for Mr. Grow was elected to the House in 
1850. That speech was on ‘* Man’s Right to 
the Soil,’ a free homestead argument, and 
he had it printed with his set speech de- 
livered at the last session, fifty years after- 
ward. 

Mr. Grow’s speech to-day was on “ Cap- 
ital and Labor.”’ It was not in advocacy of 
any particular legislation, but was devoted 
to preaching profit sharing. He outlined a 
plan by which profit sharing could be made 
to settle the labor problem. He was heard 
with close attention and at the close of his 
speech there was a general rush to congrat- 
ulate him, shake his hand, and extend good 
wishes to him upon his approaching retire-

The order said: ‘“ Among other 
things involved in. the solution we have 
had a long and trying steaming period at 
high speed, running without lights at night, 
making many exact courses and distances 
in exact time, covering a route of over 1,500 
miles in five days, running large and heavy 
ships into a strange harbor with high speed 
at just dawn and mining the channel with 
dispatch, all of which was performed with- 
out accident, and even without material 
hitch or delay.”’ 

In his official report, Capt. Turner, com- 
mander of the cruiser Atlanta, states that he 
Was chased by the “ enemy’s ” scouts Mon- 
day night and attacked by the Oiympia 
and torpedo boats, but he believes that the 
Atlanta escaped.

RELIEF FOR TEA IMPORTERS. 


Passed Permitting Withdrawals 
from Bond in Advance of War 
Tax Repeal. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—The House to-

porters reported by the Ways and Means 
Committee, and intended to meet the re- 
cent decision of the Circuit Court of the 
Southern District of New York that goods 
imported and held in a bonded warehouse 
were subject to the customs duty assessa- 
ble at the time of importation. 
_ Mr. Payne explained the bill, saying that 
it was intended to permit merchants to 
withdraw tea now held in bond, that tt may 
be delivered to purchasers under contracts 
made for delivery after Jan. 1, on which 
day the law repealing the tax of 10 cents 
per pound becomes operative. Large quan- 
tities of tea are being held in bond awaiting 
the operations of the repeal law, and unless 
authority be given to allow the withdrawal 
now there would arise commercial embar- 
rassment and public inconvenience owing to 
the scarcity of tea which would be created. 
The bill was passed without division, and 
later in the day it passed the Senate.

CASINO THEATRE LITIGATION. 


Referee to Hear Case of Rosalie Aaron- 
son Against Henry B. Sire. 


The first step in a settlement of the dif- 
ferences that have prevailed over the Ca- 
sino Theatre property, at Broadway and 
Thirty-ninth Street, for about seven years 
was taken yesterday when Supreme Court 
Justice MacLean directed that a referee be 
appointed to hear the case of Rosalie 
Aaronson against Henry B. Sire. If oppos- 
ing counsel cannot agree upon a person for 
this office within three days he will be 
named by the court. 

The litigation arose out of a lease of the 
Casino property. The old Casino Company 


Was Owner of the leasehold, and issued 
bonds in an amount of $125,000, which was 
secured by a mortgage upon the leasehold 
property. Rudolph Aaronson had been iden- 
tified with the Casino for some years, and 
his sister Rosalie controlled options on the 
greater part of the bonds. An action was 
instituted to foreclose the mortgage secur- 
ing the bonds, and an agreement, according 
to counsel, was entered into by the Aaron- 
sons With Henry B. Sire, by which the op- 
tions on the bonds were transferred to Mr. 
Sire, sO as to put him in a proper position 
a in the property at the foreclosure 

It is claimed that Mr. Sire agreed to give 
to Rosalie Aaronson one-quarter of the net 
profits which might be realized out of the 
Casino, and Rosalie Aaronson, who began 
the action last January, asked that an ac- 
counting of the profits be had. She claims 
that they are very large. The attorney for 
Mr. Sire in court E mney | consented to 
the interlocutory judgment directing the ac- 
counting. 

Rudolph and Albert Aaronson, brothers, 
controlled in former years the New York 
Concert Company, Limited, and this com- 
pany conducted business at the Casino 
some ten or fifteen years ago.

DEATH OF HEBER R. BISHOP.

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“LE PROPHETE” REVIVED 


Meyerbeer’s Opera with Schumamn- 
Heink and Alvarez. 


A Scenic Opera That Disappoints the 
Seeker After Musical Beauty 
and Dramatic Effect. 


. 


The Meyerbeer tradition still holds at the 
Metropolitan Opera House, as it does at 
others whene the theatrical scheme of 
things can be made to count by the pro- 
duction of elaborate pageants and the ex- 
hibition of star singers in brilliant casts. 
These are the things that keep alive the 
three Meyerbeer operas that survive upon 
the contemporary stage—‘‘ Les Huguenots,” 
“Le Prophéte,” and “ L’Africainé.” And 
so the time came duly last evening when 
‘‘Le Prophéte”’ was revived at the Opera 
House. It was left undisturbed last sca- 
son; in the season of 1900-1901, !t was pro- 
duced with Mr. Alvarez in the part ot Jean 
of Leyden, and Mme, Schumann-Heink as 
Fidés. Before that it served to exploit 
Jean de Reszke and Mme. Lehmann in 
those parts respectively, and still earlier, 
Tamagno, in the hero’s role. 

They are memories that the sincere lover 
of the lyric drama does not cherish with 
anything like affection. The emptiness and 
insincerity of Meyerbeer’s musical rhetoric, 
the poverty of his invention, the crudeness 
and baldness of his orchestration impress 
the listener more and forcibly as the years 
go by and the decrepitude of forlorn old 
age settles down upon the opera. Dramatic 


impotence lies upon it, upon the solo parts 
with their bloodless measures, upon the 
blatant and colorless instrumental back- 
ground. Forced pathos and pretentious un- 
reality are the keynotes of the action and 
the motives that underlie it. The moments 
of real passion, as embodied in Fides’s air, 
“Ah, mon Fils,” and of moving and tragic 
dramatic situation, as in the scene at the 
coronation, and the disowning of his mother 
by John of Leyden, are few and far be- 
tween. When the composer does rise to 
a sense of the situation and lets it appear 
in his music, it is too often spoiled, as it 
is in this last named scene, by the intru- 
sion of a trivial dance rhythm at the very 
height of the solemn climax. So it is 
throughout; most of its effects are spoiled 
before they are achieved. 

But there is much opportunity for scenic 
display in ‘‘ Le Prophéte "’ which the Met- 
repolitan management takes advantage of. 
The stage is frequently crowded with a 
throng more or less animated; the skaters 
in the third act are an unceasing source of 
diversion; the ballet is employed in some of 
its most varied and elaborate expositions of 
choreographic art. The camp of the Ana- 
baptists engages the eye with a lively and 
picturesque scene; the solemn function of 
the coronation in the Miinster cathedral is 
presented as an imposing spectacle—though 
the splendid setting that was used before 
was replaced by a less handsome and char- 
acteristic one last evening, and, finally, the 
ecnflagration of the palace is a superb and 
fitting climax of this drama for the eye. 
Upon this latter the management had ex- 

ended elaborate pains and announced that 

t would be done with terrifying realism. 
The result was a brief scene of noise, 
steam, and belching flame that was not 
without its semblance of reality. 

Another important piece of realism to 
which attention had previously been_ in- 
vited—it might have escaped notice other- 
wise—was to be seen in the iron crown that 
was put upon the head of John of Leyden 
at his coronation, embodying results of 
new archaeological discoveries, for it was 
said to be a duplicate of one recently 
found at the Cathedral of Miinster which 
the real John of Leyden had worn. 

All_ these — are of weight jin con- 
sidering last night’s performance, for they 
are of more significance than any other 
elemen‘* of it. And yet the interpretation 
of the musical side of the opera was in 
excellent hands. Mr. Alvarez’s imperson- 
ation of John of Leyden is dignified and 
in many ways impressive, but he is not at 
his best in representing a character that 
moves more in the realm of religious mys- 
ticism than in full-blooded passions and 
emotions. 

It was in the denotement fervor and ideal 
exaltation that he was deficient. His sing- 
ing was not free frofn the vices that so of- 
ten mar it, false intonation, constriction, 
and forcing of the tone. Mme. Schumann- 
Heink, who sang the part of Fidés two 
years ago for the first time in French, 
moves in it now with less constraint than 
at that time, and imparts to it the impres- 
sion of strenuous emotional power—more, 
indeed, of that than of maternal tender- 
ness and anguish. Her stinging is be- 
coming less and less exemplary, for such 
methods as she pursues are bound to leave 
their evil traces with increasing frequency. 
She put much dramatic expressiveness into 


_her tones, but they were often sharp in 


pitch and piercing in quality. Miss Marylli 
sang with self-possession and abundant 
knowledge of the part, and in the last act 
with effectiveness. The three lugubrious 
Anabaptists were represented by Messrs, 
Edouard de Reszke, Journet, and Bars 
Mr. Flon was the conductor. 


M. PUGNO’S RECITAL. 


A Large Audience Hears a Varied Pro- 
gramme in Mendelssohn Hall. 


There was an audience that nearly filled 
Mendelssohn Hall to hear M. Raoul Pugno's 
second pianoforte recital there yesterday 
afternoon. The French pianist is more and 
more widely appreciated by the musical 
public. It is a fact agreeable to chronicle, 
for the reason that his attraction is exert- 
ed solely by his artistic powers. There is 
no industrious exploitation of him in any 
of the flamboyant methods known to the 
managers. There is nothing about him or 
his personality to attract the unthinking 
attention of the curious; he is a solid and 
substantial gentleman, whose abundance of 
hair is not on top of his head, but upon his 
chin, where it is perfectly ineffective in 
serving the purposes for which hair is 
usually cultivated by musicians. And, what 
is most to the purpose, his art is equally 
solid and substantial, sane and wholesome 
and manly, and affording little to excite 
the high-strung nerves of the \more emo- 
tional portion of the public. 

It is, nevertheless, as there has been 
ample opportunity to observe, an act full 
of poetry and fine musica] feeling, appeal- 
ing to the nobler sense of beauty; and as 
such it was again revealed at yesterday's 
recital. It is as difficult as it always has 
been to become reconciled to M. Pugno’s 
love of violent contrast, to his sudden al- 
ternations of the loudest tone the instru- 
ment is capable of producing, with its 
gentlest flutterings; to a treatment of 
tortissimo passages, especially by the left 
hand, that sometimes can be called by no 
other name than downright pounding. 
With some of his readings, too, it is im- 
possible to agree. But on the whole his 
playing is that of a fully rounded artist, 
virile and vigorous, touched with grace and 
sentiment that never degenerates int 
sentimentality and with never a suspicion 
of affectation. 

His programme yesterday was largely de- 
voted to Chopin, and included seven of his 
pieces. M. ugno is no believer in the 
sentimental Chopin, and plays his music 
with masculine power, yet with an abun- 
dant care for the more fragile and delicate 
side. Such performances as he gave of the 
G minor ballade, the E flat major polo- 
naise, and the F sharp minor impromptu 
showed the best side of his art. In the 
berceuse he used more power in some of 
the variations than we are accustomed to, 
and in the B flat minor scherzo there was 
likewise an excess of sonority, especially 
in the bass. M. Pu es ed also Bee- 
thoven’s sonata Op. 31, No. 2, with insight 
into its gloomy spirit and a plastic repre- 
sentation of its changing moods. 

The lesser pieces on the programme were 
charming—a gigue from Bach's B flat Par- 
tita, a gavotte with variations by_Handel, 
a sonatina by Scarlatti, two of Mendels- 
sohn’s songs without_words, and his Cap- 
riccio, Opus 16, and Liszt's eleventh Hun- 
garian rhapsody. The last he played with 
much color, and a striking reproduction of 
the effect of the Hungarian instrument.

Charles Bostwick Peet, one of the found- 
ers of the firm of Rogers, Peet & Co., died 
suddenly at his home in Plainfield, N. J., 
yesterday. 

Mr. Peet was born in Chilicothe, Ohio, 
sixty-five years ago. His father was the 
Rev. Edward Peet, an Episcopal clergy- 
man. Coming to New York as a young 
men, he was employed first in the then 
well-known wholesale clothing house of 
James Wilde, Jr., especially identified with 
the Southern and Western trade. 

During the latter years of the civil war 
Mr. Peet beceme junior partner in the 
firm of Carter, Kirtland & Co, also whole- 
sale clothiers, which after several reor- 
génizations became Charles B. Peet & Co.

A. S. Rosenthal and M. L. Cohn to 
Plead Next Tuesday. 


United States Marshals with a Bench 
Warrant Searching for Browne, the 
Suspended Customs Examiner. 


The so-called ‘ silk fraud cases,’ which 
have kept the Custom House and Federal 
court authorities in this city busy for 
months, reached their culmination yester- 
day, when Abraham S. Rosenthal and 
Mertin L. Cohn of the firm of A. 8. Ro- 
senthal & Co., silk importers at 45 Greene 
Street, and Charles E. Browne, an exam- 
iz.er of silks in the Appratsers’ Stores, were 
called to plead to four indictments found 
against them, severally and jointly, by the 
Federal Grand Jury for the October term. 

The two silk importers put in a personal 
appearance yesterday forenoon before 
Judge Thomas in the Criminal Branch of 
the United States Circuit Court, but 
Browne, the examiner, failed to appear, 
and United States Marshals and Secret 


; Service men, armed with a bench warrant 


for his arrest, are now searching for him. 

The indictments, which were placed on 
file in the United States Circuit Court, are 
four in number. They are bulky docu- 
ments, containing from 3,000 to 10,000 words 
each, and were drawn with great care by 
W. Wickham Smith, the Special Assistant 
United States Attorney General, who was 
uppointed by President Roosevelt at the re- 
quest of the Merchants’ Association for the 
purpose of investigating the silk frauds, 
and A. C. Bonheim, a Custom House ex- 


pert of the Treasury Department, who 
cyme here from Chicago to assist Mr. 
Smith in his work. 

One indictment found against Browne 
under Section 5,444 of the Revised Statutes 
of the United States charges him with 
“aiding and abetting to procure tor ad- 
mission to this country (as a customs of- 
ticial) goods, wares, and merchandise im- 
ported trom a toreign country at a less 
rate of duty than is legally due thereon.” 
Six instances in which the statute is al- 
leged to have been thus violated are men- 
tioned in this indictment. 

In another indictment, found under Sec- 
tion 5,440, Revised Statutes of the United 
states, Browne is jointly indicted with the 
two importers on a charge of conspiracy 
to defraud the Government. 

Twe indictments are found jointly against 
Mr. Rosenthal and Mr. Cohn, one charg- 
ing them with presenting false invoices at 
the Custom House for merchandise im- 
ported by them, and another atfecting the 
entry of wares and merchandise at less 
than the legal rate of duty thereon. In the 
three last indictments almost a score of 
instances are cited as having formed the 
basis for the charges, and Special Attor- 
ney General Smith stated yesterday that 
these had been singled out for the purposes 
of the prosecution irom among a great 
number of cases. 

Mr. Rosenthal and Mr. Cohn, who since 
their arrest last September on the charges 
which form the basis for these indict- 
ments have been out on $30,000 bail each, 
were represented by ex-Judge A. J. Dit- 
tenhoefer and Frank H. Platt, a son of Sen- 
atcr Platt, in court yesterday. Mr. Smith 
outlined the accusations contained in the 
indictments, citing a great number of spe- 
cific instances in which fraudulent impor- 
tations are alleged to have been effected by 
understating weights and other erroneous 
entries in the invoices declaring the mer- 
chandise. The two merchants were then 
called upon to enter their pleas. 

“At this point Judge Dittenhoefer told 
Judge Thomas that he had not seen a copy 
of the indictments against his clients, and 
that he desired to examine them before en- 
tering his pleas. Mr. Smith said he thought 
this a reasonable proposition, and suggest- 
ed that the pleading be put off until ae

Browne's counsel, Judson G. Wells, tame 
forward as his client’s name was called, and 
said that Browne had been absent from his 
home several days, and jhad no intimation 
that he was wanted in court, or he would 
undoubtedly have been present.

LEGAL NOTES. 

ASSAULT ON PASSENGER BY STREET CAR 
CoNDUCTOR.—When Charles E, Willis at- 
tempted to board a Fourteenth Street car 
at Fourth Avenue he was told by the 
conductor that there was no room, Willis, 
bowever, as the rear of the car passed 
him, saw that there was room, and, run- 
ning after it, sprang on to the car step. 
In a few seconds the conductor turned on 
him and said: ‘‘ Didn’t I tell you there was 
no room here?” With that he struck 
Willis in the neck with his fist, knocking 
him from the car. Willis struck on the 
back of his head, and received serious in- 
juries. .A judgment dismissing the com- 
plaint in his action against the railroad 
company because it asked for damages 
for negligence, while the evidence showed 
that it should have demanded damages for 
an assault, has been reversed by the Sec- 
ond Appellate Division. The appellate 
tribunal holds that whether the action was 
one for negligence or for an assault, the 
jiability of the defendant was the same, 
and the plaintiff was entitled to go to 
the jury C 
“If,” said Justice Woodward for 
court, “ the plaintiff was lawfully upon the 
defendant's car with the intentidén of be- 
coming a passenger, there was an implied 
eontract on the part of the defendant 
to carry him safely, and an assault com- 
mitted upon the plaintiff by the defend- 
ant’s servant while fn the discharge of the 
duty which the defendant owed to the 
plaintiff was in ‘aw a negligent act on 
the part of the defendant. * * * The rule 
is well settled that once the relation of 
-arrier and passenger is entered upon, the 
carrier is answerable for all consequences 
to the passenger of the willful misconduct 
or negligence of the rsons employed by 
it in the execution of the contract which 
it has undertaken toward the passenger. 
The plaintiff having produced evidence 
showing that he had reached a place of 
safety upon defendant's car, and, that he 
was knocked off and injured by the de- 
fendant’s servant in charge of such car, he 
was entitled te go to the jury on the 
question of the negligence of the defendant 
in failing to safely carry him. The plead- 
ing may have been defective in technical 
language or in logical statement, but as 
against the demurrer or a motion of this 
character at the trial the pleading will be 
deemed to allege whetever can be implied 
from its statements by fair and reasonable 
intendment.”

Any regulations adopted by the 
commission must be approved by the Mayor 
before they become effective. The report 
announced that the explosion in Park Ave- 
nue last Winter demonstrated the necessity 


of a careful consideration of the -egulutions 
for the transportation, storage, and use of 
explosives, and that the lesson was rein 
forced by the recent explosion on election 
night in Madison Square. 

The report says that the injuries to life | 
and property in the past have been due to 
careless and irresponsible persons, and } 
therefore it seems proper, where necessary, 
to use and store large quantities of vexplo- | 
sives that only the contractors who are 
able to give a bond insuring compensation 
for injuries shall be permitted to do such 
work, 

The regulations under consideration pro 
vide for a magazine that cannot be used as 
a loafing place or for the storage of de- 
tonating caps. The thawing of expiosives 
by the use of hot water is to be prohibited, 
also the thawing of explosives by steam | 
heat at an unknown temperature. The sue- | 
gested regulations permit the thawing by 
means .of a hot-water heater or manure 
only. The canpins or preparing of car’ |} 
ridges in a building in which considerable | 
quantities of explosives are stored is not 
to be allowed. The report says that most 
accidents have occurred when it has been 
necessary to thaw frozen explosives. The
